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Feeling the Pinch 


LL responsible motorists will have welcomed Mr. 
A Harold Watkinson’s efforts, so far as they go, to 
tackle parking dangers. More particularly we have 
in mind the prohibition of parking on many main roads 
contained in the double white line scheme, and the dis- 
couragement of street garaging except in a few approved 
places and with safeguards. Both practices are dangerous 
and antisocial. 

In this connection also there is still much room for 
improvement in the siting of stopping places for public 
service vehicles. It should be possible to avoid temporary 
blockages, and the need for buses to pull across the traffic 
stream from a stop, placed on the left, just before a cross 
roads at which these vehicles have to turn right. 

Further steps towards improved traffic flow—towards 
better use of the roads—could be made at little or no cost, 
and we ask the Minister next to approach local authorities 
(perhaps it would be a case of reapproaching them) 
requesting them to give special attention to hold-ups caused 
by road works. It is at weekday rush hours and during the 
holiday weekends that a pinch in the road becomes a serious 
blockage. 

We have commented previously on the exceptionally long 
time which some quite minor roadworks take to complete, 
and on the apparently unintelligent planning of construction 
work from the road user’s point of view. It may be that 
to complete programmes of road widening, resurfacing and 
80 On more quickly would increase the cost, but it is fair 
to point out that to delay today’s great volume of traffic, 
the major part of which is on useful rather than just pleasur- 
able journeys, is also costly and frustrating to the com- 
munity. 

Particularly in the case of minor road works, a few 
thoughtlessly placed stacks of material, wrongly sited 
barriers or warning notices, projecting barrows or machinery 
can cause much unnecessary delay and congestion.

from satisfactory when, as frequently occurs on city roads 
and the main routes leading to the coast, as many as 100 
cars wish to travel in one direction in the time that one 
passes in the other.

On and Off Duty at Monte Carlo 


—and they are few indeed—is the business of endless 

staying at hotels. To some people they are an adven- 
ture—like “ pot-holing”; you haven’t the faintest idea what 
you’re going to drop into until you get there. But not to me; 
I prefer my own pit. It was with great joy, therefore, that 
I accepted Stirling Moss’s suggestion for the Monaco G.P.; we 
were to join him and some friends in chartering a yacht in 
Monte Carlo harbour. To make it more worth while, we took 
it for a week—Monday to Monday, that is—the race itself being 
on the Sunday before we were due to hand the boat back to 
its owners. It all seemed simple enough, ’way back in the 
winter; and the prospect of sunshine and blue Mediterranean 
was incredibly attractive in contrast to London’s smog. 

On Sunday, 3 May—the day following the B.R.D.C. Silver- 
stone—we were to meet Stirling and Katie in Paris for lunch; 
they were taking over a new HK500 Facel Vega, and we were 
to journey in convoy down to the sunshine. The days before 
promised to be amply filled. The Tulip Rally, in which I was 
driving an Austin-Healey with Jack Sears, was due to finish 
at Zandvoort on the Thursday; then there was the Silverstone 
meeting itself, at which both Jack and I had to be present, Jack 
to drive in the G.T. race, for which practice was on the Friday. 
Finally, as things turned out (though we didn’t know this until 
the Tulip was over), there was the prizegiving back at Noord- 
wijk on the Saturday evening. This last appointment proved 
too much so far as I was concerned—though Jack went back, 
after his race at Silverstone, to collect our trophies. 

We crossed by Silver City with the Hillman Minx on Sunday 
morning, and as we drove through Montreuil, Abbeville, and 
Beauvais towards Paris, I began to realize how very much had 
been fitted into the last few days. At the Pam-Pam Restaurant, 
on the Champs Elysées, we found the grey Facel Vega, with 
Stirling, Katie, Lance Macklin, and George Abecassis standing 
round it—and went in together to eat, and relax for the first 
time for days. It was intriguing to see Stirling and Lance 
together again, and George Abecassis too; the three were’ so 
closely associated in the old H.W.M. days, when Stirling was 
beginning his career. 

After lunch we said goodbye to George and Lance, and 
headed south through. the Paris suburbs. The difference in 
performance between the two cars didn’t matter—the Hillman 
with its 85 m.p.h. maximum, and the Facel Vega with its 140—

as Moss was running in his new toy; so we took it in turn 
to keep station on each other, cruising at an indicated 80 
m.p.h., which the Hillman managed without complaint for many, 
many miles, and spent the Sunday night at Roanne. 

On Monday, a journey punctuated by stops for coffee and 
orange pressée took us down into Provence, with its sunshine, 
much brighter colours, its tall yew trees, and promise of even 
warmer climates to come. Inevitably, slabs of chocolate carried 
in the Hillman were reduced to liquid cocoa, and we used the 
air-conditioning plant with which the car was fitted to restore 
them to their original condition. It worked extraordinarily 
well—in addition to fulfilling its intended purpose of keeping 
cool the interior of the car. [See page 795.—Ep.] 

The cars wound their way along the Corniche Inferieure from 
Nice into Monte Carlo on the Monday evening, and along the 
harbour which so soon was to echo to the exhausts of the 
racing cars. The town, which one has grown to know only in 
the bustle of the Rally or the Grand Prix, seemed much 
quieter than usual, though the Grand Prix posters indicated 
that the quiet was to be short-lived. The équipes had not 
yet moved in; apart from one or two others who, like ourselves, 
were combining business with a holiday, there were few familiar 
faces. It was a peculiar period of lull, before the tension of the 
race; a time of relaxation for Stirling. So far as we were 
concerned, there was no race—yet, at any rate; we didn’t talk 
about it. Not until the cars, their mechanics and drivers, 
moved in would the calm be disturbed. There were two clear 
days before practice; the sun shone, and it was warm. 

One couldn’t help thinking, during that period, of people 
who lived less dangerously; people who had to spend their days 
at their offices, and their evenings at home, attending perhaps 
to some equally gentle hobby; people to whom work and their 
spare-time occupations were entirely separate, the one a drudge 
and the other a pleasure. It could well be that the tremendous 
public interest in motor racing arises from a dissatisfaction with 
the humdrum, safe way of life, and a sense of envy for those 
who have had the courage and ability—or opportunity; call it 
what you will—to seek and find, and enjoy, a less steady 
alternative. P 

If one accepts that the fascination of the sport lies more m 
the people than in the cars—and I think that this is true—t 
could well be an explanation for the fact that attendances at 
the big meetings continue to increase. It could explain, too,

the fact that a great racing driver is recognized almost wherever 
he goes—even .at a small hotel at Roanne, in the middle of 
France; this does not, I think, apply so much in other sports. 

The days of quiet went all too quickly; on the Wednesday 
evening the tables outside the cafés—the Chatham Bar, the 
Bristol, and others—were filled, not with Monégasques but 
with the entourage of the race. Occasionally a racing car, 
pushed from one of the garages scattered about the town, would 
burst noisily into life; as yet the race was still in the hands of 
the mechanics—the drivers’ moments were to come. For the 
next three days the tension would steadily mount, and the 
hotels fill, until it reached its climax on the Sunday. People 
wandered round the town, pausing to join friends round a café 
table and chat, before moving on. There were great drivers 
of the past, down at Monte Carlo to watch the race—Farina, 
Etincelin, Bira, Chiron (whose home is at Monte Carlo), de 
Graffenried, Taruffi, and Fangio himself—men who had done 
with it all, known victory and failure. 


Lull Before the Battle 


There were the present-day drivers, too, whom the crowds 
had come to watch; surprisingly unaffected, they seemed, by 
the fact that they were the performers who would hold their 
great audience spellbound for three tense hours . . . little Trin- 
tignant, with his woolly hat and pom-pom, being funny and 
keeping people amused despite the language differences; and 
Tony Brooks, gentle and serious, quite unlike the public’s con- 
ception of a racing driver; Cliff Allison, a long way from his 
home at Brough, in Westmorland, happy at his first G.P. drive 
with Ferrari; and Jack Brabham, the quiet Australian—even 
farther from home. 

There were the accessory people, and the competition 
managers from the oil companies—Dennis Druitt of B.P., Bryan 
Turle of Shell, and massive Ralph Martin of Shell International, 
People who are an inherent part of the racing scene. And, 
somewhat unfamiliar at foreign circuits, but responsible more 
than most people for the present British supremacy in Grand 
Prix racing, Leonard Lee and Wally Hassan of Coventry- 
Climax, without whose engines there would scarcely be any 
GP. racing. Unobtrusively they went about the town— 
eventually to see one of their engines win the race, for the 
second year in succession.

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Practice periods came and went—in the afternoons this time, 
instead of the customary 6 a.m. sessions of previous years, 
when the habitués of the Casino were liable to emerge into the 
cold light of dawn and find their way home barred by the 
racing cars. Each afternoon Stirling would leave us to go to 
work, first changing into his “ office suit” of pale blue overalls; 
the “ go-faster shoes,” helmet, goggles, and gloves took passage 
in one of the fitted suitcases from the Facel Vega’s boot. 

With the Cooper-Climax and Cooper-B.R.M. to choose from, 
the practice periods were busy for him. . On the first session 
he used the Climax-engined car, the other being unready, and 
put up fastest lap. The gearing was wrong for the circuit, 
however, and in the evening we went off to see Alf Francis and 
the mechanics, who were working on the cars—before dinner 
and an early night. 

For the second session the B.R.M.-engined car was ready, 
though the gear box was out of adjustment and Stirling put in 
only three laps with it. The gearing on the second car had 
been over-corrected, and it was losing some half-a-second to 
Jack Brabham’s works Cooper on the climb up from the harbour 
to the Casino. It was not until the Saturday that the gearing 
was spot-on, and Stirling put up the fastest lap ever recorded 
at Monte Carlo—in Imin 39.6sec. 

The evenings were fun, with our lengthy meals at the Regent, 
where le patron and his English wife looked after us splendidly; 
we talked of boats—model boats, largely—and Stirling’s and 
Katie’s house in Nassau, but not motor racing; and Stirling’s 
days were busy with U.P.P.I. meetings and social functions 
that he had to attend. 

Sunday arrived; the days of preparation over. We had our 
café complet with Stirling and Katie in their room—partly to 
help keep his mind off the race. Even I, suffering the tension 
vicariously, could do no better than a croissant, though Stirling 
managed the full treatment of bacon and eggs. 

Soon, Bira arrived to see them—Prince Birabongse, of pre- 
war racing fame—and kept us in fits of laughter for a couple of 
hours; when he paused for a moment or two in his riotous dis- 
course, Stirling said “Keep it up, in case I get nervous ”—the 
only indication of the anxiety he must have been suffering. 
Outside, the loudspeakers round the sunlit town were blaring 
forth dance-music, and the crowds were swarming into the 
stands, waiting for him and 15 others to emerge from the 
security of their hotels into the limelight. 














Tail Fins, Cooling 












































the illusion is created that some concern with aerodynamics 

is involved because of the tendency to include tail fins. In 
practically all cases, these are entirely styling features. To have 
any significant effect on the position of the centre of pressure in 
side winds, these fins would have to be of substantially greater 
proportions, and at the speeds normally used on the road, can 
have little or no effect. In cases where a deep gully is formed 


many of the more recently introduced production saloons, 


increased, since air is drawn over the fins towards the centre of 
the tail, adding to the drag losses. 

Perhaps it is significant that, even on Donald Campbell’s pro- 
jected land speed record car, it is by no means certain that 
stabilizing fins will be fitted, and losses from their use will be 
avoided, if it is found at all possible to do without them. No fin 
was fitted to the present record holder—John Cobb’s Napier- 
Railton. This is, perhaps, a special case, though, because it is 
possible to choose conditions for the record attempts which 
avoid cross winds, a hazard which the ordinary motorist may 
encounter at any time. At touring car speeds, however, ade- 
quate finning is not ‘a practical proposition, and attention must 
be directed to the handling characteristics of the car, to make 
the effect of side gusts easily controlled. 

Looking a little more closely into the causes of drag, these 
can be divided into form drag, induced drag, skin drag, accessory 
drag and cooling drag. Form drag is by far the largest single 
item, accounting for nearly 60 per cent of the total for a saloon 
car. It is brought about by the general shape which, when in 
motion, causes air to “pile up” in front, turbulence in the wake 
(at about atmospheric pressure) giving a pressure difference 
between front and rear which retards progress. 

Induced drag and skin drag are the smallest items. Air pres- 
sure along the top of the car is reduced, while on the underside 
it is increased; this makes for further air circulation and pro- 
motes induced drag. Side winds can have similar effects. Skin 
drag accounts for about ten per cent of the total in modern cars, 
increasing for better streamlined forms, and anrounting to as 
much as 75 per cent for shapes common in aircraft. ¥ 

Accessory drag derives from all projections from the basic 
shape, such as bumpers, registration plates, lamps, grilles, wing 
mirrors, rain gutters, trim strips and door handles. These are 
some of the visible items. The underside of the car accounts

Systems and Air Brakes 


Last week, the value of wind tunnel testing and the reduction in fuel 
consumption from the use of low-drag bodies were discussed. 


for much of the accessory drag, however, with cross members, 
sump, suspension, rear axle, exhaust system and the like pro- 
jecting into the airstream. Cars vary greatly in the amount of 
“untidiness”” beneath. Those with a platform or punt-type 
chassis are relatively smooth, and a particularly good example 
is the Citréen DS19. Here front-wheel-drive with concentra- 
tion of major components forwards, and independent rear sus- 
pension, make a clean underside much easier to attain. 

Racing and sports-racing cars all employ full-length, detach- 
able undershields for obvious reasons, but if these were applied 
to normal touring cars there would be a number of serious 
disadvantages. Reduction of ground clearance and incon- 
venience when servicing are the main drawbacks. Noise inside 
the car would probably be increased, though use of a glass fibre 
moulding might overcome this. The sump has to be left 
exposed, otherwise an oil radiator is needed, 

It has been estimated that about 20 per cent of developed 
power is absorbed in engine cooling. Some of this is used to 
drive the water pump and fan of a liquid-cooled engine. While 
nothing can be done about water pump losses, it is clear that 
an electrically driven fan, controlled by a thermostat, which 
comes into use only at low road speeds or when the car is 
stationary, can effect a saving. The remainder of these losses 
(about 12 per cent of total drag) is accounted for by airflow 
through the intake grille and radiator matrix and into the engine 
compartment. Following aircraft practice, the radiator can be 
placed in a duct which converges towards entry and exit, slow- 
ing down the airflow at the matrix and thereby reducing the 
resistance to flow through it. Again many competition cars 
have such a system of ducts, and an exit is arranged wherever 
it is considered best. 

In most production cars, the forward mounting of radiators 
which would enable this to be done would not always be prac- 
tical, and appearance considerations militate against exit ports 
on the body surface. Nevertheless, efforts are already being 
made—Bristol have a ducted entry to the radiator, for example

—but obviously there is scope for a general improvement in 
this direction. An opening for air entry to a radiator at the 
front of a car reduces the pressure build-up at the nose, but 
pressure is then produced internally in the engine compartment, 
where airflow may be very poor. 

An alternative is to regulate air flow through the radiator. 
Generally the design of cooling systems is such as to provide 
for sufficient air to cope with the worst conditions of climbing 
mountain passes at low speed. In the majority of motoring, 
overcooling results, and the volume of air passing through the 
radiator could be reduced. 

This is done effectively on the Jensen 541, for example, by 
fitting a swivelling flap, under the driver’s control, in the air in- 
take. All normal motoring is done with the flap closed, air 
entering only from beneath the car and through small slots 
behind the front bumper. This emphasises how unnecessarily 
large is the area of most air intake openings, some of which could 
be reduced by more than 60 per cent without ill effects. If less 
air passes through the radiator, more flows around the nose of 
the car, so that it is important for this to be well shaped. 

Low drag bodies involve harder work for the brakes. A few 
years ago this would have been considered a serious drawback, 
but with the advent of disc brakes for production cars there is 
now less cause for concern. Even with drum brakes much could 
still be done to improve cooling if wind tunnel investigations of 
airflow around brakes were made during development. 

A logical offshoot of streamlining to reduce drag is to provide 
a means of increasing it when required, in order to assist the 
brakes. Much interest was aroused at Le Mans in 1955 when 
Mercedes-Benz fitted an air brake to their 300 SLR models—the 
first application on a road car, as opposed to record-breakers. 
Raised and lowered by two hydraulic rams, and with a driver 
control independent of the brake pedal, these gave a retardation 
of up to 0.3g when applied at near maximum speed. By inclin- 
ing the flap to the vertical when raised, weight transfer from 
front to rear wheels was avoided, the line of action of the resul- 
tant thrust passing through the car’s centre of gravity. UJti- 
mately, if a similar system were to be fitted to fast production 
cars, operation by the brake pedal would be required, in con- 
junction with a governor driven by the transmission, to prevent 
the flap from being raised below a pre-determined speed. 
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Low-drag body on the Abarth Zagato 750 G.T. 

(below) enabled a mean speed of 95.4 m.p.h. 

to be attained from only 747 c.c. and 44 b.h.p. 

At constant speeds, fuel consumption was 

98 m.p.g. at 30 m.p.h. and 41.2 m.p.g. at 
80 m.p.h. 














Sometimes quite small alterations of the shape of a blunt tail 
can have a marked effect on drag reduction. An example of 
this is the Fiat Abarth, with standard Fiat 600 body shell and 
the 750 c.c. Mille Miglia engine. When timed by The Autocar 
over a flying kilometre it recorded 83.5 m.p.h. When the engine 
compartment lid at the tail (a provision to increase engine cool- 
ing) was raised, maximum speed was increased to 89.0 m.p.h. 

Estate cars, with their sharply cut-off tails, produce greater 
turbulence, and maximum speed is often slightly reduced. The 
mean maximum for the Morris Minor Traveller, for example, 
is 69.0 m.p.h., compared with 72.8 m.p.h. for the four-door 
saloon, but exposed wooden framework on this estate car adds 
considerably to the drag. The Austin A.40 with its angular tail, 
the same engine and 1.5 sq ft less frontal area recorded a mean 
speed of 72 m.p.h.—almost as high as the Minor saloon. 

Because of the considerable body length of larger estate cars, 
breakaway from streamlined to turbulent flow probably occurs 
nearer the tail, which may account for the increased top speed 
of the Vauxhall Friary estate car, recently tested, which had a 
mean maximum of 90.6 m.p.h. compared with 86.5 m.p.h. for 
the Cresta saloon. 

It is obvious that there is a conflict between, on the one hand, 
the desire to reduce drag, and on the other, the importance of 
providing the maximum passenger space in a saloon of a given 
size with good visibility. Rectangular shapes are necessary for 
the latter, but are contrary to those which give the least drag. 
Small- and medium-sized saloons are most affected, and the best 
that a drag conscious manufacturer can do is to concentrate 
on details such as the rake and curvature of windscreen and rear 
windows. The shape of the tail is of great importance to reduce 
turbulence, as is the avoidance of all unnecessary projections, 
particularly those which have no real function, such as hoods 
over head lamps, projecting motifs, and trim strips, 

As window area tends to become larger the importance of 
flush-fitting side windows increases. These are difficult to 
achieve, but can have an important effect on drag. If an alterna- 
tive to the swivelling ventilator for front windows can be evolved, 
so much the better. Hinged side windows in two-door coupés 
are a much more effective and efficient method. 

Fundamentally, it is the improvement in engine efficiency, 
following growing knowledge of the combustion process and the 
use of better fuels, which has tended to make streamlining of 
smaller importance these days. In times of low output engines, 
low-drag bodies were sometimes produced to improve perform- 
ance and economy, often bringing with them a reduction in pas- 
senger space and poorer visibility. However, the fact that sufficient 
power and performance are now mere readily attained, even from 
small cars, should not lead to cofmplacency. There is much that 
can be done not only in attention to details but by the evolution 
of entirely new shapes, not necessarily conflicting with internal 
space requirements which, by reducing drag, can lead to impor- 
tant savings in fuel.

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HEN the Renault Floride, based on the Dauphine chassis, was 
exhibited as a prototype at the Paris Salon in October, 1958, it 
was universally acclaimed as an outstandingly beautiful design. 

Since that time the car has undergone intensive development. No exterior 
alterations have been made to the bodywork, but the mechanical specification 
is now finalized, and the car is expected to be on the French market in the 
late autumn, and available in the United Kingdom shortly afterwards. Initial 
production is for 100 per day, and it is planned to increase this to 200 very 
quickly. Approximate British price, inclusive of purchase tax, will be £1,200. 

Bodywork is available in two forms—a fixed hard top coupé, and a

cabriolet, both versions having individual! front 
and full-width rear seats. Behind the rear seats 
of the coupé is a useful compartment for in- 
side luggage. On the cabriolet this space is 
used for stowage of the hood in its folded posi- 
tion, in which it is flush with the bodywork and 
provided with a cover having pull-up fasteners. 
As an extra, this cabriolet version can be fitted 
with a detachable hard top, made in pressed 
steel, with a wide rear window and two half- 
opening quarter lights. It is secured to the 
body by two over-centre clamps and two side 
clamps, and to the screen top rail by two 
manually adjustable locks. 

Compared with the standard production 
Dauphine, the all-up weight of the Floride is 
increased by approximately 2cwt (the cabriolet 
with hard top turns the scales at 1,7191b with 
the 7-gallon fuel tank full). It has, ‘however, a 
considerably increased performance, for the 
engine power has been raised from 31 to 40 
b.h.p. gross. Of even greater importance for 
a car of this size and type is the fact that a 
four-speed gear box, with synchromesh on the 
upper three ratios, can be specified as an alter- 
native to the standard three-speed unit. 
the final drive gearing has been raised from 4.68 
on the Dauphine to 4.375 to 1 for the Floride. 

Somewhat surprisingly, the engine is not a 
development of of the Dauphine Gordini unit, but 
is a derivation of the Ventoux, using the 
standard type of cylinder head. The extra 
power is obtained by raising the compression 
ratio to 8.0 to 1, increasing the valve opening

junction with bigger ports and a Solex 32mm dia carburettor. 

Recently it was possible to carry out tests of both the three- 
speed and four-speed versions during three delightful days in 
Brittany. The most outstanding impression was that the car 
is noticeably more stable than the standard Dauphine, with 
considerably increased performance. Oversteer is reduced, 
and stability in a straight line very much improved. Un- 
doubtedly this arises from the adoption of noticeable negative 
camber for the rear wheels, the suspension for which is of 
similar swing axle type. 

Leaving Paris for Brittany by way of N12 as far as Fougéres, 
and then going across country on N794 as far as Dinan, where 
N176 was joined, we proceeded through Lamballe, again on 
N12, towards St. Brieuc, the night’s destination. On a cor- 
rected distance recorder the total journey was 247 miles, covered 
in 4hr 42min, inclusive of a refuelling stop; the average speed 
was 52.6 m.p.h. and the fuel consumption 33.4 m.p.g. 

Lunch was taken at the Ponts-Neufs restaurant near Lamballe, 
reached along N786. It rates two stars in the Guide Michelin; 
apparently the only reason it does not have a top three star 
rating being that le patron, M, Lorand, is not interested in 
having the place overrun by waiters. 

The car used during this journey was a three-speed version 
with two aboard, and for much of the journey we were in con- 
voy with a four-speed model carrying the driver only. It was 
possible to draw away slowly on long straights with the three- 
speed, but the overall advantage was with the four-speeder. 
Eventually it pulled away in the hilly districts with its advantage 
of narrower gear steps and a high third (overall ratios 4.5, 6.4, 
9.2 and 16.2 to 1). It will indeed be surprising if the majority 
of the Florides sold are not so equipped. 

The second day was spent touring the attractive coast line 
of Brittany. It was, perhaps, appropriate on this day that lunch 
was taken at a one star restaurant in Douarnenez—La Cara- 
velle, the name by which the car will be known in the U.S.A. 

Representative performance figures were taken with the four- 
speed version. Average time for a standing start quarter-mile 


was 25.3sec, and it reached 30 m.p.h. in 6.7sec, 40 m.p.h. in 
10.9sec, 50 m.p.h. in 17.0sec, and 60 m.p.h. in 27.7sec. Mean 
maximum speed was 74.8 m.p.h.—approximately 10 m.p.h. 
more than that of the standard Dauphine. 

The return journey to Paris was made by way of Mont St. 
Michel—this is an awe-inspiring sight, but I was very disap- 
pointed by the degree of commercialism. Its narrow, steep 
roads, which reminded me of Clovelly in Devon, were similarly 
flanked by knick-knack shops, with just too much emphasis on 
the tourist. 

Total corrected mileage was 1,048 miles, during which, with 
mostly hard driving, the fuel consumption worked out at 
33.9 m.p.g. A driver who cruised at not more than 60 m.p.h. 
without using maximum performance in the gears could expect 
an average fuel consumption of around 40 m.p.g. 

There is increasing interest in luxury versions of quantity pro- 
duction cars. Many people are prepared to pay the extra 
for the higher standard of appointments, and the Floride has 
been very well thought out in this respect H. M

Grand Prix de Pau 


HE Grand Prix de Pau was yet 
another feather in the cap of John 
Cooper, undoubtedly ‘this season’s 

most successful constructor to date. Cars 
of his manufacture, in the hands of 
Maurice Trintignant, Bruce McLaren, 
Lucien Bianchi and Tony Marsh, took 
first four places in this formula 2 race, 
although the story might have been dif- 
ferent if Jean Behra, in the single-seater 
Porsche built for him in Modena, had 
not spun in the early laps, losing so much 

und that only a debacle among the 
eaders could have put him back in front. 
Even on the rain-soaked circuit this was 
unlikely with such masters as Trintignant 
and Bruce McLaren in the lead, but the 
Frenchman’s efforts to catch up gave 
much interest to what could have been a 
procession. 

Behra had been released by Ferrari to 
drive his “Behra-Porsche,” Jack Brab- 
ham, fresh from his Monaco victory, was 
there to share the two Alan Brown cars 
and the Ken Tyrrell car with Masten 
Gregory and Bruce McLaren. Rob 
Walker had brought along only one car, 
the wire-wheeled model that Trintignant 
had driven at Monaco, but this time with 
a 1}-litre engine, of course. Tony Marsh, 
Henry Taylor, Campbelil-Jones and Nor- 
man Barclay had normal formula .2 
Coopers, while Bob Hicks was the only 
representative of the marque Lotus, Two 


other well-turned-out Coopers which 
attracted considerable interest were Lucien 
Bianchi’s and Jack Lewis’s cars; the for- 
mer was running under Ecurie Nationale 
Belge colours in its first real race, having 
only practised for Monaco previously. 

Four privately owned RSK Porsches 
built by the factory this year had been 
inscribed for Harry Schell, Godin de 
Beaufort, Wolfgang von Seidel and 
Christian Goetals; all were in single-seater 
form. A couple of Oscas finished off the 
entry, Cabianca and Munaron up. 

Initial stages of practice were notable 
for the obvious speed of the Behra car; 
in the dry he was able to come within 
0.8sec of his own lap record for the 
circuit, established in 1954 in a Gordini. 
But the biggest surprise was the perform- 
ance of young Jack Lewis, from Stroud; 
he recorded Imin 36.7sec, only a second 
slower than Behra, without fireworks or 
untidiness. 

Jack Brabham was in trouble with a 
persistent misfiring which he put down to 
oiling plugs, and Masten Gregory was 
having hectic moments on the back 
stretches until it was discovered that the 
rollers locating the rear springs were loose. 

On the second day of practice, rain set 
in early, but not before “Trint” had 
clipped 0.lsec off Behra’s Imin 35.7sec 
time. Final times revealed that Bruce 
McLaren shared the front row of the 


Lucien Bianchi drove his Cooper-Climax extremely well in the wet, to finish third behind McLaren’s 
similar car—and bring the Cooper score up to Ist, 2nd, 3rd, and 4th places in the Pau G.P. 
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grid with Behra and Trintignant, Jack 
Lewis and Jack Brabham were in second 
row, while Gregory, Taylor and Bianchi 
made up the third row. 

Rain threatened as starting time came 
near, and there was a good deal of heart- 
burning as to what tyres to use. “Toto” 
Roche made the start and, as he leapt 
aside, Masten Gregory came screaming 
out of the third row straight into the lead. 
First-lap order was Gregory, McLaren, 
Behra and Trintignant; on the second lap 
first Behra and then Trintignant passed 
McLaren and the battle for the lead began 
to look interesting, but it was not to be. 
On the next lap Behra, in his eagerness 
to pass the American, took a distinctly 
original line on the squiggles after the 
Buisson Hairpin and landed among the 
straw bales, holing a tyre in the process. 
The resultant limp back to the pits and 
wheel changing—he changed to bigger 
front wheels at the same time—cost him 
more than two laps and he ceased to be a 
force in the race. . 

The battle was now on between Trin- 
tignant and Masten Gregory with a ven- 
geance; there was barely a fifth of a second 
between them, and they changed places 
frequently in the tricky Parc Beaumont 
section. On the 21st round Masten came 
limping up to the Cooper signalling sta- 
tion on the Leon Say rise and asked the 
crew to listen to his back axle. After one 
slow lap he was seen no more ... . for 
the third time his crown wheel had failed, 
and he was out of the race. 

By this time the rain was falling 
steadily; Trintignant was 21sec ahead of 
McLaren, and Henry Taylor 25sec behind 
the New Zealander, with young Jack 
Lewis close on his tail. Behra, making 
superhuman efforts to catch up, on his 
22nd lap put up the amazing time of Imin 
36.8sec, an average of 102.688 k.p.h. 
(63.81 m.p.h.) on a wet track, and the 
fastest lap of the race. Jack Brabham had 
retired, after only a few laps, with slipped 
timing, so he and Gregory watched their 
team mate McLaren holding off first Tony 
Marsh and then Lucien Bianchi, the latter 
driving with great ability and speed in 
the wet. 

Two-thirds of the way through the race 
the rain really came down and the Bel- 
gian forged ahead of Marsh into third 
place on the 67th lap, picking up almost 
half a second a lap on the leader and get- 
ting himself on the same lap as Trintig- 
nant and McLaren. 

Behra, too, was going great guns, hold- 
ing fifth place but: still more than a lap 
behind, until on the 66th lap he spun on 
the approach to the Station Hairpin, 
bending a wheel. A quick pit stop lost 
him ground to Henry Taylor, who had 
had the misfortune to pick up a nail 
earlier on, the resulting puncture drop- 
ling him back to eighth position, whence 
he had been gradually working himself 
forward. 

So the race drew to a close, Trintignant 
driving with remorseless accuracy and 
skill, secure in a lead over McLaren which 
he had gradually extended throughout the 
contest. E, E.

AN one have a good motoring holiday in the South of 

France with only one week to spare? The answer is 

“Yes,” if advantage is taken of the car-sleeper service of 
French railways to cover overnight, in comfort, the 771km (478 
miles) from Boulogne to Lyon, leaving an easy day’s drive of 
not much more than 200 miles to the Céte d’Azur or to Inter- 
laken, and much less to the French Alps. 

After crossing on the afternoon boat from Dover and driving 
the car on to its two-decker truck, one can have a very agree- 
able dinner in the station restaurant at Boulogne before the train 
leaves at 8.37 p.m. Sleeping cars are provided for drivers and 
their passengers, and they can have breakfast on the train before 
the 8 a.m. arrival at Lyon. In effect, one can gain a day and have 
a full night’s rest—compared with the motorist who prefers to 
drive from a channel port through the rather uninteresting 
countryside of northern France. The return journey follows a 
similar pattern—one leaves Lyon at 7.12 p.m., has a leisurely 
dinner on the train, and arrives at Boulogne at 6.55 a.m. for 
breakfast at the station restaurant before embarking on the cross- 
channel car ferry. The service is daily, except Wednesdays. 

Snags? There appears to be only one, arising from the fact 
that the cars travel in the open, in two tiers, as opposed to 
the English car sleeper practice of carrying cars on a single deck 
in covered wagons. For part of the journey a steam engine draws 
the train, and one’s car gets a little grimy even on the “top 
deck” in dry weather; in rain, the accretion of dirt is greater. 
Cars accommodated on the lower deck are exposed also to oily 
and rainy drippings from the cars above. 

Each train is capable of carrying about 95 cars and their pas- 
sengers, the latter in four or five wagon-lits coaches and four 
second-class couchette coaches. This car sleeper service, which 
has been in operation since 1957, has proved very popular, and 
bookings have to be made well ahead for the popular holiday 
seasons. Last year, in the four summer months, more than 6,000 
vehicles and 18,000 passengers made the return journey. 

In the middle of June a similar service will start, running three 
times a week between Paris and Avignon and return; timing will 
be—leave Paris 10.13 p.m., arrive Avignon 8.29 am.; leave 
Avignon 8.32 p.m., arrive Paris 7.28 a.m.; distance 696km (432 
miles). 

Charges, identical for the two services, are given in a separate 
table; against them one can set the cash saving in petrol, the 
intangible yet very real advantages of two extra days in the 
chosen holiday area, and starting one’s motoring fresh after a 
night’s rest. H. H.

SPORT Coupé 


IRST impressions of the Pontiac Bonneville Sport 
Coupé are influenced by the impact of the great size 
of this 1959 American model. While it is in every 

sense a close-coupled car, this coupé is nearly 18.5ft long, 
and approaches 7ft in width. These dimensions, in con- 
junction with a height of only 4ft 4.8in, make the car appear 
even larger and more impressive—as the stylists intended. 
The placing of the rear seat so near to the front seat backrest 
enables huge areas of front and rear decking to increase 
the appearance of length. Under the bonnet the 6,377 c.c. 
vee-8 engine is almost dwarfed, and in the luggage locker 
a grown man can lie at full length and still leave room, it 
would seem, for a couple of bubble cars, provided they were 
flattened a little. 

Before analysing the Bonneville, some survey of its equip- 
ment will serve to distinguish the car from its basic counter- 
part in the U.S.A. U.S. Concessionaires, the importers, fit 
all the extras which they know are almost certain to be speci- 
fied by buyers in the United Kingdom. Thus at an all-up 
price of £2,400 (pushed by tax up to £3,225 for the British 
buyer) the equipment includes automatic transmission, 
power steering and power brakes, radio with power-operated 
aerial, heater and demister, screenwasher, power-operated 
windows, and a speedometer which may be set to sound a 
warning when speed limits are exceeded. This price also 
includes items which, while taken for granted on such a car 
in Europe, are extra in America, such as various lights for 
courtesy, warning or convenience. The car tested was fitted 
additionally with a six-way, power-operated front seat (£75 
with purchase tax) and the type of radio in part portable 
form for use out of the car (£35 extra with tax compared 
with the price of the static set). 

In the Pontiac range, the Bonneville series comes at the 
top end. The six-cylinder Strato Chief, Laurentian and 
Parisienne are first, with British basic prices ranging 
from £1,708, then come the vee-8s, with the Catalinas 
from £2,000, Starchiefs from £2,132, and finally the 
Bonneville series beginning with the Sport Coupé. Aill 
British list prices quoted include extensive additional equip- 
ment, 

Companions in the Bonneville group are a convertible, 
with two doors like the Coupé, a four-door hard top and a 
Safari Station Wagon. 

Power output of the big vee-8 engine reaches 300 b.h.p. 
(gross) at 4,600 r.p.m., and maximum torque is a formid- 
able 420 Ib ft at 2,800 r.p.m. In spite of a weight, with two 
occupants and test equipment, topping two tons, impres- 
sive acceleration and maximum speed are experienced. For 
the size of the car the frontal area is not great, and the shape 
is made the more penetrating and drag-free by the steeply 
raked screen and rear window. The test car was fitted with 
Dunlop Gold Seal tyres, which are of four-ply rating and 
intended for sustained speeds of under 100 m.p.h. For this 
reason maximum speed was not held for long periods on 
the Continental autoroutes on which some of the testing took

place. Nevetheless the Bonneville quickly reached its maxi- 
mum of a true 114 m.p.h. 

Acceleration is really impressive. From a standing start 
the quarter-mile is covered in 17.4 sec, and 30, 60 and 100 
m.p.h. are reached in 3.4, 9.7 and 29.8 sec respectively. At 
the end of the measured quarter the true speed is on the 
80 m.p.h. line, and with the three-figure mark attainable in 
under half a minute, this Pontiac is in the high performance 
sports car class when getting under way in a straight line— 
and without the manual gear shifting usually associated with 
such pick-up. 

Hot or cold, the engine fires at once and stays running. 
The automatic transmission gives rise to no difficulty when 
manceuvring while the engine is cold. One may start up 
in a driveway after the car has spent a night in the open 
and edge back and fore at once without difficulty. (Minimum 
temperatures during the test stayed appreciably above freez- 
ing point.) The automatic choke cuts off quite quickly, but 
even before this, the engine pulls smoothly and with a goodly 
proportion of its 300 horses. 

At any speed the engine is unruffled. In normal driving it 
has no need to exert itself unduly, and when being made 
really to rush over the ground on fast roads there is still no 
fuss. The underside of the bonnet is thickly padded in 
sound deadening material, which helps to keep any noise 
from the smoothly working engine to a minimum. Indeed, 
the main outward indication of high speed is the floating 
movement of the bonnet lid, as a result of air pressure, to 
which the fast driver becomes accustomed. 

There are few more difficult suspensions to describe than 
that of the Pontiac, at least to the European. There is so 
much good in it, mixed with weaknesses at low speeds. 
There is wallow, yet even this is controlled within quite

fine limits. Initially the impression is of ultra-soft springing 
which at lower speeds sometimes gives rise to pronounced 
vertical motion. In this condition it is quite possible for 
occupants’ heads to touch the low roof. At high speed 
more discomfort might be expected, but it does not occur. 
Some of the best characteristics of the suspension are 
revealed when the car is travelling fast, in which circum- 
stance bumps are ridden well without appreciable pitching. 
Roll is firmly limited, and corners can be taken fast without 
flurry. 

On the Bonneville the power steering is much higher 
geared than has been usual in American models. The turn- 
ing circle even between walls is less than 45ft, which is very 
moderate for a car of this length, and the number of turns of 
the wheel from lock to lock is but 44. 

For years American manufacturers have been using 
power steering extensively, but without improving on the 
prevailing very low gearing which demanded a great deal 
of steering wheel movement for a relatively small change 
in direction. There has been some fear that the domestic 
market might find sensitive steering “ too quick” and there- 
fore dangerous (as opposed to safe in the European mind). 
But in the Pontiac there is immediate response to wheel 
movement, and in normal driving scarcely any occasion on 
which the wheel needs turning much. 

The high degree of servo assistance takes a little getting 
used to. As a result of this rather than the gearing there 
is a tendency, particularly on early acquaintance, to turn 
the wheel too much and also to make sharp turns unneces-

sarily quickly and cause tyre squeal. When one keeps in 
mind that the Bonneville is a big, two-ton car, more gentle 
handling in city manoeuvring becomes natural. The steer- 
ing mechanism is smooth, and permits no kick-back over 
any surface. There is no noticeable lost motion, and a 
perfectly straight course can be held on a heavily cambered 
road without any tendency for the power assistance to cut 
in and out. 

The four-speed Hydramatic transmission is fitted with 
a choice of three settings for driving forwards. That 
normally used, the first of the “ Dr.” positions on the quad- 
rant, gives all four gears automatically, with maxima under 
full throttle of 20, 36 and 70 m.p.h.'on the first three. In 
Dr. 2 the maxima are the same but there is a change from 
top to third every time the speed falls to 62 mp.h. In 
effect, Low is like an extended Dr. 2. Again the gear drops 
from top to third at 62 m.p.h., but when the speed falls to 
36 m.p.h. second gear is engaged automatically. In Low, 
the maximum on second is raised from 36 to 46 m.p.h. 

Most buyers will scarcely ever use anything but Dr. 1, 
for a kick-down is incorporated which enables third to be 
engaged at 61 m.p.h. or below, and second at speeds of 
up to 20 m.p.h. Full throttle can be used without kicking 
down, so that plenty of acceleration is available without 
pushing up fuel consumption unnecessarily. The minimum 
speeds at which full throttle can be used without a lower 
gear automatically being engaged are approximately 28 and 
9 m.p.h. on top and third respectively. 

Both when accelerating and on the overrun, the changes 
themselves are smooth. There is no jerkiness, for example, 
when the gears change as the car comes to rest at a traffic 
hold-up. Of course, there is a fierce punch when the 
throttle is snapped open at low speed to give a combination 
of full power and a change into second at the same time. 
With 300 horsepower one could hardly expect it to be other- 
wise. 

Despite hard use the brakes stood up to their task very 
well. It is to their credit that in fast driving they held the 
heavy car without deterioration. To drive a big American 
family car fast and without brake fade is something rather 
new, and on European roads it makes a big difference both 
to journey speeds and the driver’s peace of mind. 

Owing to the amount of power assistance, exceptionally 
light pedal pressure is required to give maximum retarda- 
tion; there is no advantage in going over about 40-45Ib. Of 
the degree of stopping power, balance and general refinement 
there are some criticisms. When riding fairly light—two 
up and about a hundredweight of luggage in the boot— 
the back wheels lock much more easily than the front, and 
in normal motoring maximum deceleration is about 75 per 
cent. It is possible to exceed this by holding the car straight 
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with the rear wheels locked, and to obtain 0.88 g. However, 
partly because directional stability is affected, this is not a 
figure likely to be obtained safely in an emergency. The 
lightness of touch required is such that even when the 
driver is using a very gentle foot, in town driving some 
plunging often occurs on the approach to any hold-up. The 
pedal-operated parking brake is excellent. Even on a test 
hill with a one in three gradient this brake was able to hold 
the car. The surface was damp concrete, on which the car 
restarted, albeit with easily provoked wheelspin. The pedal 
can be used also as an emergency brake. The car tested 
was fitted with a parking brake warning light which is avail- 
able as an extra. A lock is incorporated in the transmission 
(marked P on the selector tell-tale), so that the car may be 
left securely in any circumstances even if the parking brake 
should fail. 

Illumination in forward or reverse gear is satisfactory. 
The twin installations at the front are found suitable even 
on winding roads, and in reverse the tail seems less of a 
protuberance than might-be imagined. Each of the wide 
doors is very sensibly fitted with a reflector at its extremity. 

Coupé coachwork with a single door at each side restricts 
entry to the rear seat, where leg room is also limited for 
adults. Although the coachwork is characteristic in these 
respects, plenty of use is made of the available space for 
occupants of the front seat and for luggage. Passengers at 
the rear have their heads very close to the glass of the 
rear window, and in some circumstances are subjected to 
the full glare of the sun. There is not room to fit the 
venetian type of blind currently popular. 

Although there is bonnet tremor at high speed the body 
as a whole is a very rigid structure. There are no rattles 
or squeaks, and the doors, in spite of their size and weight, 
open and close smoothly. On British roads the width of 
the car and left hand driving position call for some caution, 
particularly in town. There is neither a factory fitted right 
hand drive nor a conversion available. The width makes 
the middle of the coachwork difficult to reach for washing. 

Trim is in two colours and the darker shade, a pleasant 
blue on the car tested, is of leather. The remaining leather- 
cloth is realistic and therefore, with the help of the real 
leather smell, the whole would normally be taken for hide.

panel. These are backed up by star spangled carpeting 
which looks particularly attractive in certain lights. 

A driver can settle himself very comfortably behind the 
two-spoked, dished steering wheel. All round visibility is 
excellent, despite slight distortion through the corner of the 
screen farthest from the occupant’s eyes. Switches mounted 
on the driver’s side of the seat enable rake, height and 
distance from the facia to be adjusted quickly by electric 
motors. Mounted on the door are four switches controlling 
all four side windows. When alone the driver can, there- 
fore, adjust any one of them to suit himself even on the 
move. The front passenger’s window and those in the 
rear compartment each have a single switch for on-the- 
spot control. When fully open, the windows disappear to 
leave a complete, pillarless opening along each side. 

While the test was conducted in temperate weather, it 
is safe to describe the heater as being powerful. The 
variable distribution and temperature range required of 
modern heaters has led to considerable complication of 
controls, but those of the Pontiac are exceptionally good. 
A very small panel holds the switches, and the proportion 
of maximum heat output can be checked at a glance. Little 
red rectangles appear in a window as the heat control is 
turned, so that the amount of red showing indicates the 
output selected. The very big, laminated screen is demisted 
effectively. There are excellent fresh air vents on each side 
of the front compartment. The blower fan is very quiet. 

With automatic choke and transmission the driver needs 
few hand controls for use while driving, but those which 
may be needed, such as for wipers and lights, are easy to 
reach. A cigarette lighter is mounted beside the central 
lockable glove compartment. The instruments are deeply 
recessed in three dials in front of the driver; these and the 
facia as a whole are topped by a padded, one-piece cover- 
ing. This grained material is only slightly reflective, but 
in certain circumstances its reflection has the effect of 
making the screen appear to be misted over. The cowled 
dials’ faces reflect, sometimes rather badly, in the driver’s 
eyes. Unusually, a small knob protrudes through the glass 
in the centre of the speedometer. This is for setting an 
auxiliary hand operating the speed warning device, which 
has given this instrument the name Safeguard. Whenever

British Sealed Beams 


EALED beam head lamps in which 

lens and reflector are one big “ bulb” 
containing a built-in filament, are to be 
made in this country. The company is 
British Sealed Beams, Ltd., and behind 
it are Lucas, General Electric, and the 
A.E.I. Lamp and Lighting company. 

A cast and patterned lens and a sil- 
vered or anodized aluminium-coated re- 
flector, are hermetically sealed together 
and filled with inert gas. The greatest 
value of the method is that the inside is 
protected indefinitely against moisture, 
corrosion, tarnishing and dust. Such 
lamps are not expensive, once the great 
capital outlay for the special manufac- 
turing equipment and for design and de- 
velopment have been accepted. 


Tape Recorder 


APE and wire recorders are rapidly 

finding more and more applications 
in business and home life, and they are 
quite often used in chauffeur-driven cars. 
Miniature wire recorders have in the past 
been shown as fittings in limousines at 
the Earls Court Show, but often the price 





has been high and the reproduction from 
the very small machines has been indif- 
ferent for recording in motion. 

Recently we tested a new portable tran- 
sistorized tape recorder, the Clarion, 
which provides more of the answers for 
motorists than others we have examined. 
It will fit into a box 10in by 5.5in by 4in 
and weighs only 5lb including built-in 
speaker, microphone and the four leak- 
proof U.2 torch batteries which energize 
it for about 50 hours. The microphone 
and lead alone weigh only 2o0z. 

Recording and reproduction of speech is 
clear, and the volume control can be 
turned up to allow several people in a 
room to hear well without distortion. Music 
may also be recorded, and while the re- 
play is hardly “hi fi,” it is quite reason- 
able—an unusual feature with miniature 
recorders of this nature. 

Provision is made for recording of tele- 
phone conversations (additional suction- 
attached induction microphone) and from 
radio and gramophone records, and also 
for replaying through a larger radio 
speaker. There is also a special plug-in 
socket for taking the power supply from a 
car battery (6-volt). 

It was found that operation is very 
simple.

and red to avoid 
confusion between 
recording and play 
back. A driver can 
pick up the micro- 
phone and press 
the recording but-

Scottish Diamond Jubilee 


R. W. Dalglish. Triumph TR3. Wins Five-day International Rally 


OR the first time since 1955 the 
Royal Scottish Automobile Club 
centred its annual event on Oban, 
the West Coast port and touring centre. 
Although it was considerably more plea- 
sant than Gleneagles, often headquarters 
in previous years, the use of Oban meant 
that there was a certain amount of route 
overlapping. 

The “ Scottish,” however, has never laid 
claim to be a tough event with involved 
navigation and time-keeping problems. At 
this time of the year the roads are not 
crowded, and if the weather is good there 
are few better places to do some mild com- 
petitive motoring. 

Out of 81 entries, 75 started from 
Blythswood Square, Glasgow, headed by 
B. W. Fursdon in a Renault Dauphine. 
The only foreign competitor—and no 
stranger to the “ Scottish”—was Robert 
Glad, from Copenhagen, in a _ Ford 
Zephyr. Out of the city the route went 
north-west along the bottom of the Kil- 
patrick Hills to Drymen and Aberfoyle. 

Then there was a lively piece of road 
through the Trossachs, with hairpin 
bends and quick, deceptive little hills to 
wake everybody up. Along the south side 
of Loch Earn John Hally’s Jaguar 3.4 
came to a halt with a flat rear tyre; no 
sooner had this been changed than the one 
on the other side was heard to be losing 
air, and the car and disappointed crew 
had the doubtful distinction of being the 
first to retire.

through Comric and Muthill to Glen- 
eagles and the first test. This involved 
driving forward into one garage, a reverse 
with all wheels over the line, and then 
forward into another garage. G. Flewitt, 
2.4 Jaguar, finished muttering dire words 
about his reverse gear, and W. L. Sleigh 
Jnr.’s 3.4 smote a pylon and the kerb 
when reversing. R. H. Pinder, also in a 
3.4 Jaguar, also was in trouble when he 
took the wrong route round the pylons. 

W. J. Turnbull, Austin-Healey Sprite, 
was very good, and got down to 24.0 sec. 
Miss A. K, McCracken, in an Austin A.40, 
made a good run with no fuss, in 28.2 
sec. Dr, L. Jamieson and his Triumph 
TR2 were not so fortunate, as_ they 
crashed through the barriers when revers- 
ing and ended up on the grass 

It was not far to Middle Third, the 


scene of the second test. This year cars 
were taken up the rough-surfaced, wind- 
ing hill, with two stop-and-reverse lines 
to contend with before the finish. H. A. G. 
Meikle, Morris Minor 1000, retired when 
his passenger suffered facial injuries, 
fortunately not serious, as the car stopped 
quickly on one of the lines. There was 
the usual wheel spin and blue smoke of 
burning rubber, and loose stones flew up 
is driver after driver endeavoured to beat 
the clock. G. H. F. Parkes’ grey 3.4 
Jaguar was fast with 42 sec, but incurred 
a penalty of ten points, and it was left 
to W. Robson’s Triumph TR3A to record 
the best time of 40.6sec.

zoute led off between the mountains of 
Rannoch Forest and down through Killin. 
After Dalmally, a left turn at Taynuilt led 
towards Lochs Awe and’ Avich. 

There was a sting in the tail of the 
day’s run as a short, snappy, secret test 
loomed up round a corner a few miles 
from Oban. This consisted of a short 
reverse up a hairpin bend with a 5sec 
time limit; a bell rang if the car rolled 
forward a quarter of an inch. 

The end of the first day saw I. Mantle, 
Berkeley, in the lead with 116.4 points, S. 
Moore, Austin-Healey Sprite, second with 
119.4, and a Triumph Herald coupé 
driven by J. A. Morrison, third with 132.2 
points—a good start for the new model in 
its first competition. 

Oban, Tuesday,*19 May. 

Immediately after leaving the parc fermé 
there were two tests at Ganavan Sands, 
close to Oban. The first of these was 
tricky, as both boxes or garages faced 
downhill towards the beach and _ the 
second, which had to be taken in reverse, 
was quite steep. W. McInnes, Morris 
Minor 1000, was one of the unlucky ones 
here, and A. B. Carlaw’s Sprite overshot 
the braking area. 

Following these gyrations on the pylon- 
dotted concrete, the trial led to Loch 
Lomond and Rest and Be Thank‘ul— 
without which no “Scottish” wouid be 
complete. 

It was rather a long pull for the little 


ones in the lead, and the best Mantle 
could do with the Berkeley was ,80sec. 
His team mate, I. G. Loudon Cox, with a 
hardtop version, improved on this with a 
time of 74.8sec, and the Herald took 90sec. 
Parkes’ Jaguar 3.4 rang the bell with 
69.2sec in a fine climb. Hard on his heels 
was Peter Harding in a Triumph TR3 
which clocked 72sec. R. Neate’s Volvo 
122S was magnificent and shared the 
fourth fastest time of 73.8sec with D. I. 
Fraser’s MGA Twin Cam coupé, 

There were also other ways of getting 
un the hill—and round the sharp bend 
near the top. D. C. Robertson’s Bristol 
4u1, a tong car for this climb, just avoided 
contact with the bank after arriving at 
the bend much too fast, and John Wilson’s 
Riley 1.5 dropped its near side wheels in 
the muddy gutter near the finish line. 

After this, a south-easterly road wound 
its way in the direction of the Holy Loch, 
soon to dive westwards across country to 
Otter Ferry and Loch Fyne again. On 
the way, there was a spine-shaking piece 
of road which twisted across the hills like 
the proverbial snake. Back at Oban 
there were two more driving tests on the 
concrete carpets at Ganavan. The first 
rejoiced in the name of the “ Tattie 
Bogle,” although this was not what some 
of the Sassenach competitors called it. 
There were two garages, a central pylon, 
and a finish line which had to be crossed 
by the front wheels only. 

Once again the small lively cars showed 
up well. Turnbull’s Sprite was fastest 
with 32.4sec, weaving its way in and out 
of the pylons as if this was an everyday 


Sparkling newcomer to rallying, and winner of its class, too; J. A. Morrison’s Triumph Herald 
coupé at the Kilberry check on the Thursday 
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occurrence. Strangely enough, K. Piper’ 
Messerschmitt put a foot wrong and had 
a time of 35.0sec, raised by 10 penalty 
marks. The little red car was not his 
usual mount as this had been damaged in 
an earlier rally, and the substitute did not 
appear to have the steam of its predeces 
sor. Mantle’s Berkeley and Moore’ 
Sprite tied for second place with 33.2sec 
and 33.6sec gave W. Robson’s Triumph 
TR3 third fastest time. 

For not completing correctly the “ Hou: 
Glass” test—the last on Tuesday—seven 
cars were debited with 71 penalty points 
each, which were a great handicap when 
compared with the fastest time of 12.4sec 
put up by Ian Mantle in the twin-cylinde: 
Berkeley. Now, at the end of the second 
day and 482 miles of rally route, he was 
in the lead with 242.0 points. Close 
behind at 244.4 came R. W. Dalglish, 
Triumph TR3, followed by S. Moore and 
his red Austin-Healey Sprite with 245.2. 
Turnbull’s Sprite was lying fourth, having 
accumulated 248.9. The nearest of the big 
cars was G. H. F. Parkes’ 3.4 Jaguar, 
leading its class and lying eighth overal! 
with 262.0. 

Oban, Wednesday, 20 May 

The third day brought some surprises 
and changes in the leader board. Mantle 
and the Berkeley, after doing so well in 
spite of tyre troubles, failed in the third 
test at Connel Ferry Aerodrome and fell 
rather out of the picture. Dalglish and 
his TR3 went into the lead, with J. N. H 
Bertram in a similar car, second, both 
being in class 9. Moore’s Sprite in third 
place was going strong. 

It was another brilliant morning, and 
the first stage was set on the seven furlong 
runway at Connel Ferry. For the first 
test a flat-out sprint down the tarmac led 
to a wiggle-woggle between five pylons, 
and back to a finish line on the far side 
of the runway. As always with airfields, 
braking distances are difficult to judge on 
first acquaintance, and Connel was no 
exception. Some competitors were over- 
cautious and arrived at the pylons con 
paratively slowly; others had the surprise 
of their lives when the turn suddenly 
loomed up under their bonnets. 

Fourteen cars had ten penalty points 
added to their time, mostly for ove 
stepping the finishing line. Both R. Glad, 
in his left-hand drive Ford Zephyr with 
Danish registration plates, and Masheder 
in the Singer Gazelle got lost, and seconds 
ticked away as they sorted themselves out 
Bertram’s TR3 was very fast and clocked 
67.8sec, Parkes’ Jaguar managed 70.8sec 
and Dalglish in his Triumph TR3 was 
third with 71.0sec. 

Immediately after this sprint there were 
two other tests in quick succession, and 
the last of these caught many people who 
should have known better—29 out of the 
72 cars which started the test went wrong 
on the way to the finish line, and collected 
95.6 penalty marks. It was now Ken 
Piper’s turn with the Messerschmitt; after 
having suffered from obscure ignition 
trouble, the little car was now well on 
form, and he was best of the lot with a 
time of 30.4sec. Dalglish’s Triumph was 
0.4sec slower and Moore’s rapid Sprite 
came third with 31.6sec. 

Once away from the airfield with 
backcloth of green hills, the route card 
guided the cars northwards alongside 
Loch Linnhe, the brilliant sun and blue 
sky reflected on the water, to Kinloch- 
leven and the control at Onich. 

Northwards the cars went through Fort 
William and Spean Bridge, passing the 
Great Glen cattle ranch where one 
always expects to see cowboys in ten- 
gallon hats, but never does. Behind, the 
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upper reaches of Ben Nevis still carried 
white streaks of stubborn snow contrast- 
ing with the shirt sleeves, summer frocks 
and dust. 

At Invergarry there was a turn west- 
wards and one of the _ twisting, 
suspension-racking roads led past Loch 
Garry into the mountains and on to 
Clunie Bridge.

Miss M. W. Mackenzie's 
Austin A.35 kept going well all the time, 
clearing sheep and journalists out of the 
way with an ear-splitting, exhaust wolf 
whistle. Back at Oban the cars and crews 
checked in after the biggest day’s mile- 
age of the Rally—269; miles according 
to the route book. 

Oban, Thursday, 21 May 

After today’s happenings the head- 
quarters hotel was heaving with excite- 
ment; some drivers were not speaking to 
their navigators, and committee members 
went about their business. with quiet 
smiles. The cause of it all was a secret 
check on the run home between South- 
end and Tarbet, where 21 cars were 
penalized 300 marks each for exceeding 
the 40 m.p.h. average. Among them were 
all three members of the “ Trapites” 
team which included J. N. H. Bertram, 
Triumph TR3, who had been running 
second in the general classification. The 
leading team, up to then, of J. G. Loudon 


Cox and Ian Mantle, with the two 
Berkeleys, and the leader, Dalglish, had 
their guns spiked properly. Mantle 


damaged his car in the test at Ganavan 
Sands, fracturing the off-side front brake 
drum and bending the suspension, while 
Loudon Cox was caught in the check. 

Another leading team, the S.S.C.C. 
“A,” then second, was disrupted as two 
members, A. B. Carlaw, Austin-Healey 
Sprite, and G. M. Smellie, Triumph TR3, 
went over the limit average. All this put 
Dalglish and his navigator, Brass, in an 
almost unassailable position, and the 
Sprites’ team jumped up from third to 
first on the leader-board. 

The day had started with test eleven 
at Ganavan under the usual cloudless, 
blue sky and the gaze of interested holiday- 
makers. There were two lines which all 
four wheels had to cross, a sweeping left- 
hand bend with a reverse camber and a 
slight hump where some of the faster 
cars left the ground. Then came a sweep 
round a pylon close to the bank where 
Mantle came to grief, and a finish astride 
the final line. 

Piper’s Messerschmitt was exceedingly 


fast, and his time of 45.4sec was not 
approached. The Austin-Healey Sprites 
in Class 8 tried hard, and D. S. F. 


Thompson had cured the misfiring and 
carburation troubles of his car, as he 
proved when he clocked 46.8sec. Moore, 
Turnbull and Appleby weaved in and out 
to the tune of 47.2sec. J. A. Morrison in 
the Triumph Herald had a definite ad- 
vantage in the tight turns with the very 
small lock of this attractive car, but as it 
had only just been run in before the 
rally, it was not so fast, at 50.4 sec, as it 
might be in later events.

T will certainly be hard on the many 

cafés and filling stations on some 
trunk roads when Britain’s first big 
motorway is opened, and subtracts 
much of their traffic.

Whatever he does later, perhaps 
in experiment, any sensible motorist, I 
think, starts off in a new car by using 
the exact brand, grade and type of oil 
which the car maker recommends.

Loss of Grip 


UCH of England has just experi- 
enced one of those rare spells of 
completely dry weather, almost amount- 
ing to a drought. And then there was 
the day when the rain came—a good 
shower of it for a start. I wonder how 
many motorists realized that the back 
ends of their cars, and in some cases 
the fronts, too, would suddenly become 





skittish, for roads are at their most 
slippery on such occasions, 
For the experienced driver, who 


knows his own ability and limitations as 
well as those of his car, it is hard to 
resist having a bit of fun; perhaps a 
harmless four-wheel-drift at slow speed 
On a roundabout or a flick of the tail 
coming out of a bend. But for those 
who are not prepared, a sudden loss of 
grip can be more than disconcerting. 
People say that the extreme slipperi- 
ness of wet roads following a dry spell 
is due to rubber, others blame oil. I 
feel it must be a combination of de- 
posits with, perhaps, a little psychology 
thrown in, for a driver quickly becomes 
used to good dry-road grip, forgetting 
in only a week or two the relative lack 
of it during previous wet or icy spells. 


Wink 

URING the brilliant weather, it has 

been notable that many motor- 
ists around London reverted to hand 
signals. Normally they use only their 
winkers. Of course, the windows have 
been open, and there have been a lot 
of elbows sticking out, which is im- 
proper, but cool; so that hand signals 
may be less trouble than replacing the 
right arm properly on the wheel or 
using it to operate a signal. 

But when one sees lines of cars 
shimmering and winking as the sun- 
shine catches their brightwork and 
their glass, it may be wondered if the 
reversion to hand signals is deliberate. 
Flashing indicators are in competition 
with so much incidental brightness 
that they may not be seen.

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Minx with Air-conditioning 


IR-CONDITIONING hitherto has 
been associated with the larger, 
more costly type of car—and almost 

invariably with specialist coachwork. It 
was particularly interesting, therefore, to 
try out a Hillman Minx fitted with this 
equipment—surely the smallest production 
car for which air-conditioning has been 
made available. It must be emphasized 
that the unit is not yet available—nor is it 
strictly necessary—in this country. Ir is 
produced by the Rootes Group, and is 
availabie in America; alternatively, Ameri 
can buyers of Rootes cars in this country 
may have it fitted before their cars are 
shipped to the States. 

Basically, the unit filters and cools the 
air that is already in the car—so that it is 
unnecessary to have the windows open in 
hot climates, with the accompanying gale 
inside the car; there is also the very con 
siderable advantage that the windows can 
be kept shut against dust and flies. The 
air-conditioner consists of a straightfor 
ward refrigeration system, using Freon 12 
as the refrigerant. 

Freon is compressed in the compressor 
when the switch controlling the magnetic 
coupling is depressed, and is passed to the 
condenser in the form of hot gas at high 
pressure. The condenser converts this 
to a somewhat cooler liquid, but still at 
high pressure. It then passes through a 
drier to remove water vapour, and into 
the receiver located in the boot; this is 
simply a pressure tank to hold a reserve 
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Diagrammatic layout of the air-conditioning plant, indicating the various components and the flow 


of gas, and liquid, through the system

of Freon, and a sight glass is provided to 
check the level visually. The high-pres 
sure, cool liquid then reaches a thermo- 


statically controlled expansion valve, which 
allows it to become a low-pressure liquid 
which rapidly changes in the evaporator to 
a low-pressure cold gas. The latent heat 
of evaporation of the low-pressure liquid 
provides the cooling medium to reduce the 
temperature of the evaporator 

Twin fans draw hot air from the car, 
pass it through the cold coils of the

evaporator, and then back into the car al 
a very much reduced temperature. The 
low-pressure gas then passes back to the 
inlet valve of the compressor, where the 
cycle is again repeated 

The control panel has a switch giving 
continuous or automatic operation of the 
compressor. In the automatic position the 
compressor magnetic coupling is energized 
only when the inlet air reaches a pre-deter- 


mined temperature. This avoids over- 
cooling and continuous use of the com- 
pressor The air circulation fans have 


three speeds, controlled by push-buttons; 
their noise is not obtrusive. Total weight 
of the installation is 88 Ib, and the cost in 
America is $279—about £100. 

Experience of the equipment in the heat 
of the South of France confirmed that it 
effectively maintains an overnight coolness 
in the interior of the Minx. If the car 
becomes very hot, as when parked in the 
sun, up to an hour may elapse before real 
coolness is restored, the car being driven 
with windows closed. Sticky chocolate, 
placed over the cold air outlet, hardens 
almost immediately !

Something Wonderful ? 


100,000 Miles=4,000 Hours. One reads from time to time 
reports of cars with 100,000 miles to their credit, as though this is 
something wonderful. Unfortunately it is rather abnormal, but 
should it be treated as marvellous? Taking an average speed of 
25 miles an hour, this gives a running life of 4,000 hours. Ex- 
pressed in another way, under 24 weeks for a watch or a clock, 
and for a factory running 40 hours a week, under two years. I 
very much doubt if the working loads in a car are any heavier 
than those in a wrist watch, or on the average machine, and 
I am quite certain that no one would be content with six months’ 
life for a watch, and no factory executive would be happy with a 
machine which has worn out in two years. 

It seems to me that with their brilliancy in advertising, the 
car manufacturers have trained the motoring public to be satis- 
fied with a very reliable machine but with a very limited life, 
for there is no doubt the modern car during its limited life is 
reliable. Generally the new models show mechanical improve- 
ments on those they succeed, but I seem to sense a tendency 
recently to change the shape of the car to keep the sales up, with- 
out showing marked mechanical improvements, and I feel this 
might be a short-sighted policy. 

Notwithstanding the general improvements, there are one or 
two items which appear to be completely forgotten. Doors still 
need slamming to close, and this is not all the fault of dust- 
proofing, for some cars which are particularly well dust-proofed 
still have doors that can be closed by gentle pressure, and there

Civil or Military ? 


Differences in French Uniforms. In reply to Mr. E. M. 
Holroyd (15 May), the differences in uniforms of French 
gendarmes and police may be summarized as follows: 

Gendarmes. As they are a national military body given 
police duties, the uniform never varies throughout France—or 
Colonies. Distinguishing features: Round képi in black with 
blue crown; double white band (one broad and one narrow) 
round top of cap; white grenade on front. Tunic black with 
white facings. Black belt; Sam’ Browne belt when revolver 
is carried (in leather holster). Trousers dark blue with black 
stripe down seam. Stripes indicating rank in white. On field 
service may have leggings, a shiny black casque and be armed 
with a rifle. Never carry batons. No distinguishing numbers 
or letters on uniform. Gendarmes are never employed on traffic 
duties in big cities, such as Paris, Lyon, Bordeaux, Marseilles, 
but are used on the open roads and in villages having no muni- 
cipal police. 

Policemen are seen in all cities of any importance, generally 
to the total exclusion of gendarmes. Having only local authority, 
they will never be met on the open road. There is much varia- 
tion in uniform from town to town. Distinctive sign: police- 
men nearly always have a white baton hanging loose from the 
belt or in a leather sheath. Often a profusion of white for belt, 
gauntlets, képi. Paris police have numbers on collar, individual 
and district. Town badges are sometimes worn on tunic. 

Customs Officers (douaniers) are distinguished by bright red 
band down blue trousers leg. Sometimes on road patrol up to 
10 miles inland; have no police duties.

“ Mill’? Defended 


Special Meaning. While reading your excellent Sports and 
Racing Cars issue, I noticed a letter from an American reader 
condemning you for using the term “mill” to refer to the 
Chrysler engine in the Facel Vega. While I agree that the use 
of slang should be avoided, I must take exception to some of his 
comments. These remarks mentioned the bad connotations 
associated with “mill” and the type of people using this term. 

The term “mill,” as it is used by automotive enthusiasts in 
this country, has only one connotation. It refers to an auto- 
mobile engine which is almost always 
modified and of the highest quality. Our 
engines can’t compete on a size basis with 
those in European high-performance cars, 
but in terms of cost per horse-power they 
do quite well. Our backyard specials 
with their “ mills” in them have set some 
records that their owners can be 
proud of. 

For example, a Chrysler engine of stock 
bore and stroke in Don Garlits’ special 
has just set a new American acceleration 
zecord. This car has turned the standing 
start quarter-mile in an elapsed time of 
8.37sec. It went through the timing trap 
at the finish line at 185.56 m.p.h. While 
I agree that Mr. Garlits’ motoring in- 
terest may lie in driving only 1,320ft on 
Sundays, I still think that credit must be 
given. 
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Another Chrysler-powered car, the Hot Rod Magazine 
Special, now holds the world’s record for the standing start 


kilometre which was previously held by the famous Auto Union. 
And during this year a determined attempt is going to be made 
on John Cobb’s world speed record. This will be done in a car 
built by a “hot rodder,” Mickey Thompson, and powered by 
four modified Pontiac passenger car “mills.” It seems to me that 
these men working with limited resources on production blocks 
should be given credit. They have managed to make some 
phenomenal advances in the field of engine modification. It is 
also interesting to note that many of the men who are working 
on the Scarab (same issue) are or have been “ hot rodders.” 

All in all it seems to me that men who might often use the 
term “mill,” and drive a quarter mile on Sundays, are doing a 
pretty good job, and they should receive credit, especially from 
America which is increasing its automotive reputation because of 
these men. “Mill” may not have any place in The Autocar, 
but it is used in some very good American magazines, and by 
some very successful automotive men in this country.

Seidel, driving a Porsche in the 
1,500 c.c. sports class, won the 
626-mile Targa Florio race over the 
mountainous Madonie circuit in Sicily 
last Sunday, at an average of 56.7 m.p.h. 
—not a record. Von Trips made the 
fastest lap of the day at 62.26 m.p.h., 
also in a Porsche, but failed to surpass 
the Moss record. Porsche cars finished 
in the first four positions and domin- 
ated the race after quarter distance. 
Leading at the outset, the official 
Ferrari team completely collapsed early 
in the race with rear axle trouble, and 
through a sensational accident to Behra. 
Colin Davis, taking an Alfa Romeo 
Zagato on the spur of the moment, 
finished sixth and won in his class. An 
Austin-Healey Sprite, driven by 
Wisdom and Cahier, showed regularity 
but did not have the speed of the 
Italian machines. It finished seven- 
teenth, and second in its class. 
Fifty cars stood nose to tail at 5 a.m., 
waiting for the signals which would release

smiling, cheerful Peter Collins, who shared 
the victory with Stirling Moss in 1955; 
perhaps the young men sitting behind their 
750 c.c. engines thought of these glories 
of other days. 

The Targa Florio is a family affair 
Vincenzo Florio conceived it, financed it, 
organized it and even raced in it on the 
few occasions when manufaciurers became 
weak-kneed and neglected to send in their 
entries. Last January he was removed

No attempt has been made to “ modern 


ize” the 443-mile Madonie circuit. Road 
engineers have replaced the rutted, 
gravelly or water-bound macadam by up- 
to-date bitumen, but there are still one 


thousand distinct bends—an average of 
one every 83 yards—all or gradients call- 
ing for gear changes, braking and tactics 
varying with the skill or individuality of 
the driver Starting from sea level, the 
circuit rises to a height of 1,900 ft in 17 
miles, just outside Caltavaturo, where spec- 
tators find natural grandstands on the 
rocks, and eagles have inaccessible refuges 
on the cacti-studded walls above them 
A drop is followed by another rise to 1,870 
feet, after which the road winds down to 
Campofelice at sea level, and for four suc- 
cessive miles of dead straight highway 
drivers can neglect the change speed lever, 
for this final dash brings them almost to 
the -grandstands 

Some of the local authorities, who prob- 
ably had been to Monte Carlo, suggested 
that the village streets should be boarded

and that bales of straw should be placed 
on the bends, but after they had calculated 
the thousands of bales which would be 
needed and the cost of placing them in 
position, it was decided to continue in the 
old way, without warning signs, marshals 
and their multi-coloured flags. 

Except for the locals, this year’s race re- 
duced itself to a struggle between the 
official Ferrari team and the Porsche con- 
tingent. Ferrari, indeed, were alone in the 
sports class of 2,000 to 3,000 c.c., with 
three of the 12-cylinder models entrusted 
to Cliff Allison and Dan Gurney, Gende- 
bien and Phil Hill, and the French cham- 
pion, Jean Behra, teaming with Tony 
Brooks. Of particular interest was the fact 
that No. 154, entrusted to Allison and 
Gurney, was the Le Mans prototype with 
bigger carburettors, and declared to 
develop 30 b.h.p. more than the other two. 
All the Ferraris had Dunlop disc brakes 
front and rear. 

Although in the 2,000 c.c. class, Porsche 
challenged Ferrari with two cars handled 
respectively by Maglioli and Hermann, 
Von Trips and Bonnier. Maglioli, one of 
the eleven men who over the years have 
marked up two wins in the Targa Florio, 
naturally was a favourite. In his class, 
however, he had to meet the competition 
of the 1,986 c.c. vee-6 Ferrari handled by 
Cabianca and Scarlatti, the former having 
finished second three years ago in a works 
Osca. 

A white puff from the “bomba’ 
indicated that from the watchtower had 
been sighted a car on the seashore 
straightaway—it was the - extremely 
streamlined French D.B., with Panhard 
twin-cylinder engine, in the 750 c.c. class 
and was followed by an Alfa Romeo in the 
1,300 c.c. class and a little Abarth-Zagato. 

Most outstanding was the performance 
of Colin Davis who for a week had lifted 
his voice in lamentations at the failure 
of Osca to supply the new 2-litre sports 
model, as promised. At the last moment

he was offered the wheel of one of the 
Alfa-Romeo Zagatos, in the 1,300 G.T. 
class and immediately placed himself at 
the head of his division. 

But, fascinating as these small cars 
might be, interest centred on the Ferrari- 
Porsche teams, 2nd they did not disappoint 
us, for the American, Dan Gurney, with 
the Le Mans type Ferrari, had made the 
fastest first lap in 45min 0.lsec, or 
at 59.6 m.p.h., followed by the French 
champion, Behra, eight seconds slower. 
Then came the pack of five Porsche 
models. Already there were signs of the 
disaster which was to overtake the Italian 
cars. Gendebien finished the first lap 
practically five minutes behind the leader, 
then withdrew with rear axle defects. 
Cabianca, a national favourite and looked 
upon as a possible winner with the new 
2-litre Ferrari, was late and when he did 
appear, driving fast, he was not among the 
first ten. He stopped to explain that his 
engine had been on fire He set out again, 


apparently in a desperate hurry, but within 
half an hour he, too, had been eliminated 
with rear-axle trouble, 

Gurney and Behra held the lead for 
two laps, then on the third 


the first 
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Bonnier pushed his Porsche to the front 
with the margin of 14sec Another lap, 
the fourth, and Porsche had secured first 
two positions, for Barth had placed the 
1,500 c.c. model ahead of the two big 
Ferraris, and was four minutes behind the 
leader. During the fifth lap the rear axle 
defect which had been responsible for the 
elimination of two of the Ferraris, also 
claimed Gurney, leaving only Behra in 
the fight. 

Along the gentle down grade leading to 
Campo-Felice, Behra swung round a bend 
and. struck a patch of oil. Clearing the 
bend broadside on, the car skidded for 
nearly one hundred yards and then rolled 
over. Behra crouched in his seat and 
when the car came to a standstill he found 
himself over a hollow in the ground which 
enabled him to struggle out with nothing 
worse than scratches and dents on his 
helmet. 

Nobody was in sight at the time, but 
espying three natives in a field, he pressed 
them into service, and together they put 
the car back on its wheels and Behra drove 
it with shattered windscreen and 
damaged body as far as the riforn*mento. 
Here Tony Brooks took over, but as the

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steering gear had lost its precision and the 
rear axle epidemic threatened, it was con- 
sidered wise to withdraw. 

Seven of the fourteen laps had been 
covered—a little over 300 miles; all the 
official Ferraris had been eliminated and 
the first five places were held by Porsches. 
It was something which had never been 
seen in all the preceding forty-two Targa 
Florio races, and all the more remarkable 
when it is noted that the five cars were 
in three distinct classes—2,000 c.c. sports, 
1,500 .c.c. sports and 2,600 c.c. grand 
turismo, 

Interest naturally waned, for how could 
one enthuse when the winner was known 
in advance? Von Trips made the fastest 
lap of the day at just a fraction over the 
magic 100  kilometres—62.23 m.p.h. 
Gradually his Porsche drew away until at 
half-distance it had a lead of 14 minutes. 
Maglioli, when in second position, dropped 
out with a broken gear box, but this only 
reduced the team to four leaders. Von 
Trips entered the last lap, apparently a 
certain winner. At Collesano, with only 
25 miles to go, his gear box also failed, 
and it was E. Barth, teaming with Seidel, 
who crossed the line a winner at the 
average of 56.91 m.p.h., in a 1,498 c.c. 
model, the smallest engine ever to win a 
Targa Florio. 

Incidents around the mountainous cir- 
cuit were plentiful. The 2-litre Ferrari 
driven by Starraba dropped into a cul- 
vert, caught fire and was burned to a 
cinder. The D.B.-Panhard, after running 
remarkably well and leading its class, 
broke a stub axle at speed. In both cases 
the drivers sustained no injury. Just 
when the winner was expected, motor 
cycle police, the fire engine and the ambu- 
lance raced away from the pits in the 
direction of Cerda to find No. 60 Osca a 
complete wreck but happily the driver in- 
tact. Dents were plentiful, the most 
severely damaged car being the Cammarata 
2-litre Ferrari, which had lost all its right 
rear wing and some of its tail. Colin 
Davis, in No. 38 Alfa, running in the 
1,300 c.c. grand turismo class, had worked 
his car up to ninth position at the end 
of five laps, while the Porsche and 
Ferrari competition was strong. Later he 
went up to seventh and then to sixth,

deterioration, and up-to-date communica- 
tions systems have cut down the time 
taken to place an order with the manu- 
facturer. 

In January, 1956, when the Rootes 
Group took over Singer Motors, Ltd., 
they acquired a large five-storey factory 
on the Birmingham-Coventry road where 
Singers were built and assembled. The 
factory has been completely remodelled 
inside and out, new roads have been built 
and office blocks added.

New Central Depot 
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Ps Spares for Rootes Cars 


Opened in Birmingham 


Before this new headquarters of the 
Rootes Parts Division was ready for use, 
spares for Humber, Hillman, Singer and 
Sunbeam cars, and for Commer and 
Karrier commercial vehicles, were 
handled by three separate depots at 
Coventry, Luton and Silverstone. 

Now the newly completed centre 
is the hub of a network which reaches 
throughout the world wherever there is 
a Rootes dealer. While the move was 
taking place—1,750 ten-ton truck loads 
transported from the three previous 
depots to Birmingham—supplies were 
kept moving. 

In addition to the normal postal ser- 
vices, the depot is in Telex communica- 
tion with distributors in Canada, Austria, 
Scandinavia, Switzerland, Ireland, Hol- 
land and France, so that orders can be 
received and the goods despatched with 
the minimum of delay. Most small 
garages and agents obtain their supplies 
from the distributors and main dealers 
These larger organizations place a regular 
three-weekly order with the Birmingham 
depot to maintain stocks. 

Urgent orders are given priority, and 
air freight is used extensively. A great 
deal of organization and _ systemized 
channelling is, of course, necessary, but 
in certain instances, such as when a truck 
carrying perishable goods is_ broken 
down, some of the normal processes are 
by-passed so that the spare required may 
be sent on its way immediately. 

An incoming order is given a registra- 
tion number which serves to identify it, 
and a pre-punched card carrying this 
number is selected for each item on the 
order. The cards are processed through 
Hollerith electronic calculators and punch 
card machines which produce stores issue 
dockets from the information. 

These dockets are forwarded to the 
appropriate floor of the warehouse where 
the items are selected and assembled in 
bins and cages. According to their size, 
the bins and cages are sent to the 
despatch bay on the ground floor by 
gravity chute or by lift. The stores have 
been laid out so that what are known as 
fast-moving items, such as engine parts 
and units for late models, are on the 
lower floors, and material in lesser de- 
mand is held in the upper storeys. 

As orders are completed and des- 
patched, there is a constant inflow of 
replacements, not only from the Rootes 
factories but from suppliers. Clutches, 
brake parts and electrical equipment 
form a large proportion of these replace- 
ments. This restocking is the responsi- 
bility of the supply department, and as 
there are quantities of 60,000 different 
parts in the building, theirs is no mean 
task. 

Also at Birmingham, working in con- 
junction with the factories and stores 
supply department, is a technical records 
section, which prepares parts lists for all 
vehicles; these are made available to 
dealers as soon as a new model comes 
into production 

Every effort is made to ensure that the 
owner of a Rootes Group product re- 
ceives the spare part he requires as soon 
as is humanly possible, whether he lives 
in Delhi, Darwin or Daventry.

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Accent on Pit-stops : 


we HERE are a lot of 145-mile-an- 
hour automobiles here—but not 
many 145 drivers.” That was the 
sage observation of one mechanic who had 
been around the Indianapolis scene for 
40 years. And it pretty well sums up one 
of the most significant new developments 
at Indy this year—that is, the growing 
shortage of drivers capable of driving 
the latest lightweight, low-centre-of- 
gravity cars to their full lap speed poten- 
tial. There are, perhaps, seven or eight 
such drivers available today (and probably 
not more than 20 or 25 capable of com- 
fortably averaging over 140 m.p.h.). 
Two fatalities and numerous spins and 
crashes during this year’s practice period 
suggest that it is not going to be an easy 
problem to solve. The simple fact is 
that our engineering has finally caught 


up with the physical characteristics of 
both the track and driver. The chassis 
are now so highly tuned and well 


balanced, and tyre wear has been so 
nicely controlled, that the newest cars 
can be consistently driven through the 
turns, just floating on the ragged edge of 
adhesion in a four-wheel drift. In a 
situation like this, driver reflexes and 
vagaries of the track surface, wind con- 
ditions and the like become very critical. 
Result: There are scads of new $30,000 
cars at the Brickyard this year, just beg- 
ging for drivers who can make full use 
of them on the track. 


Pit-stops 


Meanwhile chassis design continues to 
mature, and to become more specifically 
adapted to the peculiar requirements of 
the Indianapolis 500-mile race. Designers 
are coming more and more to realize that 
the race is won or lost in the pits. A car 
that could cover the 500 miles at lap 
speeds of 140 to 143 m.p.h. with one less 
tyre stop than the opposition (two instead 
of the usual three) would have the race 
in the bag. Or if a pit crew could cut 
the fuel and tyre-change stop time from, 
say, 50sec to 30sec, they could pick up 
several places in the field—and could win 
with a decent car and driver. Last year

the winning Belond car (Bryan) spent a 
total of 88sec in the pits on three stops, 
compared with 117sec for the second- 
place car—and the Belond car won by 
the narrow margin of 27sec. 

So far, attempts to reduce pit-stop 
times have consisted mostly of intense 
practice by pit crews to do their fuelling 
and tyre changes in less time. Proce- 
dures are probably as highly developed 
as any Grand Prix teams, and the present 
record for a tyre and fuel stop at Indy 
is 27sec.

Chassis engineering this year has been 
aimed mainly at reducing tyre wear 
Weapons are weight reduction, lower 
c.g., and lateral weight bias to the left 
so that the four tyres will be more evenly 
loaded under centrifugal force in the 
turns. There are more magnesium and 
glass-fibre body panels this year to reduce 
weight; tubing in the space frames is 
getting smaller and thinner; fuel tanks are 
getting smaller (why carry tankage fot 
300 miles when your tyres will last only 
150?). Frank Kurtis says he is saving 
100 ib of weight on the new Bowes Seal 
Fast car (Boyd) by using titanium exten- 
sively in the front end. But in a way it 
is a losing proposition with that big 
500 lb Offy engine; minimum dry weights 
still run at 1,550 to 1,600 Ib.

This matter of weight bias to the left 
is really getting wild. All the designers 
seem to be trying some weird new 
arrangement of components—some appar- 
ently with no preliminary paper calcula- 
tion to determine the actual effect on 
c.g. location. In one case, designer 
Lugie Lesovsky has built the pole- 
winning Racing Associates Special 
Thomson) with the engine tilted 72 deg 
to the left, so the drive line runs down 
the right side of the car and the driver 
sits to the left. Most of the other de- 
signers follow the lead of George Salih’s 
Belond car, and tilt the engine to the 
right, with the drive on the left and 
driver on the right. 

But there are a couple of notable excep- 
tions: A. J. Watson, one of the sharper 
mechanics at Indy, puts his engine 
upright, but far to the left, with the driver 
on the right. His c.g. is a little higher, 
but it is farther to the left. Ernie Casale 
is in a class by himself—he tilts his engine 
72 deg to the left, but leaves the drive 
line on the left, too—so the top of the 
engine sticks out 94in beyond the body 
on the left side—which does not improve 
the streamlining! 

Obviously this is the best deal of all 
from the weight transfer standpoint. He 
gets a very low c.g. and one that is far 
to the left of the chassis centre line. 
Incidentally, all the new cars follow 
Watson’s lead and offset the chassis centre 
line 15 to 2in to the left of the track 
centre, further to reduce the effective 
weight transfer in the turns. The result 
of all these gimmicks is that, apparently, 
these latest cars have no faster tyre wear 
at lap speeds of 140 m.p.h. than earlier 
“roadsters ” got at 133-136 m.p.h 


Increased Outputs 


Development continues apace on our 
venerable old Meyer-Drake “Offy” 
engine. When the Indy piston displace- 
ment limit was reduced from 4.5 to 4.2 
litres a couple of years ago, most of the 
mechanics merely reduced the bore of the 
Offy, and left the stroke at 4jin. But 
mechanic Watson saw a good chance to 
increase usable r.p.m. here, so he adapted 
the short, light connecting rods from the 
220 cu in (3.6-litre) Offy sprint engine 
(in conjunction with the shert block and 
gear tower)—and reduced stroke to 43in. 
The Watson cars were going up to 6,600- 
6,800 r.p.m, last year. Most of the new 
Offy engines ordered this year use this 
Watson layout, and we note a marked 
increase in peak straightaway r.p.m. during 
qualifying. Speeds of 6,500-7,000 r.p.m. 
are common However, acceleration out 


of the turns is vital to good lap times at 
Indy—so, :n the absence of a gear change, 
one can’t sacrifice too much mid-range 
torque for top end horsepower Latest 
practice on the 4jin-stroke engines is to 
cam to peak 360-370 b.h.p. at about 6,200 
r.p.m., then gear to hit maybe 6,600 on the 
straights—and tune the intake for maxi- 
mum punch at about 5,500 coming out of 
the turns. 


There is not much “oddball” machin 
ery at the Brickyard this vear Herb 
Porter’s Roots-blown 176 cu in (2.9-litre 


Offy (Wolcott Spl.) did- not pan out in 
time, so he’s running the usual 255 cu in 
4.2-litre) engine. Most significant change 
on the popular Novi supercharged vee-8s 
this year is the replacement of the big 
aircraft carburettor with a special Hilborn 
fuel injector unit mounted on the blower 
inlet. The 30lb weight of the old car- 
burettor had been known to crack the 
blower casing under severe vibration—and 
the 11 Ib sq in increase in boost pressure 
with the injector suggests a restriction 
pressure drop of 5-6in Hg. across the old 
carburettor venturis! Boost now runs 
close to 50 Ib sq in, and power output 
seems to be up substantially (dyno figures 
ire never released on the Novis Fuel 
mixture troubles plagued the cars in early 
practice. 

Other Novi changes Mechanic Jean 
Marcenac has moved the engines back two 
inches and removed the side fuel tanks, to 
take load off the front wheels and reduce 
tyre wear.

by flashing warning lights, so the driver

RS. BLUEBELLE GIBBS drove 

across the finish line at Silver- 

stone last Saturday to bring 
victory to the Lotus Eleven team in the 
David Brown 200-mile relay race. The 
event formed the chief part of the Aston 
Martin O.C.’s national race meeting, and 
the variety of cars competing, and the 
frequent changes of position, sustained 
the interest all through this long event, 
which ran for nearly 130 laps. There 
were 19 competing teams, each compris- 
ing three cars, and one or two reserves, 
all of one make. 

Each team’s first car was required to 
call at the pits to change a sparking plug 
on the lap indicated by the team’s num- 
ber, with the result that over the first half 
hour or so the order was completely un- 
settled. The handicapping, which gave 
different numbers of credit laps to all but 
the Jaguar C- and D-type and DB3S 
Aston Martin teams, also complicated the 
issue. For a long time the Peerless team 
established themselves in first place on 
handicap; but their compulsory plug 
change was still ahead of them, and in a 
race of such length early positionings are 
not really significant. 

Gradually the order settled down, the 
fourth Lotus team running second. The 
surface at Woodcote corner was made 
tricky by petrol spilling from an XK150 
of the third Jaguar team, but otherwise 
the race proceeded for a while without 


incident. After some 35 minutes the 
second Austin-Healey Sprite team came 
in for the last of the compulsory plug 
changes; the third and fourth Lotus teams 
now stood in second and third places and 
began to close rapidly on the Peerless. 
I. Burvill Holmes, driving the first Peer- 
less, tried hard to keep the car in the 
lead, and once swung wide on the grass 
at Woodcote corner in his efforts, 

By the time 45 minutes had elapsed 
E. A. Martin’s Lotus Seven had taken 
first place from the Peerless, and the 
Lotus Elevens were third. L. Sims’ DB 
Mark III brought the Aston Martin No. 2 
team into fourth position. All were now 
changing to their second cars and drivers, 
the first runners having completed the 
prescribed number of laps. There were 
excited scenes in the pits as drivers 
grabbed the team sash from their No. 1 
car, and ran up the pits to where the next 
car was lined up in readiness. 

During the changeover Peerless re- 
gained the lead for a spell, then dropped 
back to second. M. Salmon, driving a 
D-type Jaguar, had made the fastest lap 
at this stage, some four seconds faster 
than his handicap time. 

As the one-hour mark passed Peerless 
fell back to fourth, and the Lotus Elevens 
strode into the lead, leaving Lotus Seven’s 
team in second position. Travelling at 
great speed among the smaller cars were 
the Aston Martin and Jaguar cars which 





NEW FACTORY 


A NEW factory for Rocol, Ltd., makers 
of specialized lubricants, was opened 
yesterday at Swillington, near Leeds. The 
company has grown rapidly in the post- 
war years, and now has an associate com- 
pany in the U.S.A. and a subsidiary in 
Switzerland, plus agencies in 35 foreign 
countries.

By the time 
an hour and a half had passed, most 
teams had their third car on the course, 
and the spectators were kept in suspense 
by alarmingly near-the-limit drifts by G. 
Ashmore’s D-type Jaguar. 

The splendidly driven Austin-Healey 
Sprites (team 2) moved up to third place, 
and the Lotus Elevens went back into the 
lead. Then there was a further position 
move when the Sprite was called in for 
attention to its exhaust system, and the 
Sprite No. 1 team—represented by G. H. 
Williamson—temporarily took over third 
place. 

There was another unexpected change 
when A. T. Korczynsky’s Lotus Eleven— 
leading the race—suffered a sudden gear 
box failure, and he came in to hand over 
to the team’s first reserve, driven by Mrs. 
Bluebelle Gibbs. Lotus Sevens con- 
tinued second. 

At this stage (2? hours from the start 
the Lotus Elite driver appeared at the pits 
minus his car, which had sprung a fuel 
leak. G. Warner, the first reserve, took 
over. It was clear that the first Jaguar 
team, overhauling Mrs. Gibbs at the rate 
of eight seconds per lap, could not hope 
to catch up in time; but the fourth Jaguar 
team was now in the picture. Repre- 
sented by E. G. Brown’s very fast and 
unusual-looking XK120, they soon passed 
the Lotus Sevens, and began to close the 
gap on Mrs, Gibbs’ Lotus. 

Comfortably in time, however, Mrs. 
Gibbs crossed the finish line for the Lotus 
Eleven team, and the race ended just 
over 24 hours after it had started. The 
Jaguar XK140s and 120s were second, 
and the Lotus Seven team finished third. 
There was doubt for a few minutes while 
the stewards sorted out a protest, which 
alleged that the winning Lotuses had 
covered too few laps on each car; but as 
each had retired from mechanical failure 
it was not upheld. 

The three five-lap events which pre- 
ceded it were mundane in comparison 
with this exciting relay race, but they 
completed the afternoon’s racing.

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JUST AS THIS column closed for press, 
the news came through that, in addition 
to the B.R.M. team cars prepared and run 
from Bourne, A. G. B. Owen has agreed 
that a third car shall be made available to 
the British Racing Partnership—to be 
prepared and entered by them, on behalf 
of Mr. Owen, for the French G.P. at 
Rheims, and the remainder of this sea- 
son’s grandes épreuves. This, it is hoped, 
will relieve some of .the pressure at 
Bourne, where they are concerned with 
development as well as racing; they will 
continue to prepare and run the cars for 
Schell and Bonnier, who are under con- 
tract with Bourne for the rest of this sea- 
son. The British Racing Partnership will 
be in no way responsible for the develop- 
ment of B.R.M.s—only for the prepara- 
tion and racing of their own particular 
car, which will be finished in the B.R.P.’s 
light green colour. Tony Robinson will 
be in charge of the preparation of the car, 
and engine mechanics will be supplied by 
Bourne—together with all possible co- 
operation, spares, transporter, and so on. 

This may well be the break that 
B.R.M.s have needed for so long, and it 
is good news indeed. That the cars are 
well capable of winning races has been 
demonstrated time and again; but trivial 
defects, often owed to inadequate pre- 
paration, have robbed the cars of success 
in race after race. It could well be that 
a change of operator will mean a com- 
plete change in the fortunes of the 
marque—a change that would delight the 
hearts of everyone even remotely con- 
nected with motor racing. 

The British Racing Partnership is un- 
doubtedly a good choice; during their 
brief career, with a single Cooper-Climax 
last season, and with a couple of Cooper- 
Borgwards this year, their cars have estab- 
lished an excellent reputation for thorough 
preparation and reliability. Last season 
their Cooper-Climax started in 14 events 

and was put out by accidents in its first 
race (Goodwood) and its last (Casa- 
blanca); during the season it was placed 
in eight events. This year the Cooper- 
Borgwards have run at Goodwood (two 
cars), Aintree (two cars), The Empire 
Trophy (two cars), Silverstone (one car), 
Syracuse (two cars), and the Crystal 
Palace (two cars), and only once during 
the two seasons has a car retired due to 
a mechanical failure (clutch 

One can’t help feeling that this move, 
too, may provide Moss with the car he so 
badly needs to win the Drivers’ Cham- 
pionship—and that this may, perhaps, be 
the idea behind it all. He is undoubtedly 
enthusiastic about the B.R.M. handling 
and performance; and his day’s testing at 
Zandvoort (see next paragraph) suggests 
that this enthusiasm is well founded. 
Very fresh in his memory, however, must 
be the incident which, during the 
B.R.D.C. Silverstone meeting, put his 
B.R.M. into the bank at Copse. One can 
assume that he would be happy to drive 
B.R.M. if he could be reasonably certain 
that it would not let him down. Should 
Moss decide not to drive the car, presum- 
ably Ivor Bueb, as the Partnership’s No 
] driver, will do so. 

On paper, the arrangement appears to

ye an amicable one, and filled with pro 
mise. There are possible snags, however, 
and it is to be hoped that it does not 
result in the Bourne set-up being divided 
nto two factions. And, obviously, much 
development work is necessary as the 
season proceeds; modifications must be 
incorporated from time to time in the 


cars It is essential that the British 
Racing Partnership’s B.R.M. be kept up 
to the same standard and specification as 
the Bourne cars 

All this does not, of course, rule out the 
possibility of the Vanwall appearing at 
some time during the season. It is known 
that Tony Vandervell has a_ smaller, 
lighter car in the course of preparation, 
and it would not be surprising if he chose 
the French (European) Grand Prix (July 
5) for its debut, as victory on the Rheims 
circuit has so far eluded him. At Rheims, 
therefore, the odds are on Moss driving 
B.R.M.—but with an outside chance that 
it will be Vanwall. 


FROM THE SUNNY streets of Monte 
Carlo, the scene shifts this Sunday to the 
bleak sand-dunes of Zandvoort, for the 
second of the Drivers’ Championship 
events—the Dutch Grand Prix The 
circuit, which is 2.6 miles in length, lies 
about a mile to the north of the seaside 
resort of Zandvoort, near Haarlem, and

Apart from a single, relatively short 
straight at the back of the pits, the cir 
cuit consists largely of very fast bends 


through the sand dunes: there are also 
two hairpins, Tarzan Corner, with which 
the straight terminates and which is 
banked. and the Hunzerug, from which 
the climb into the dunes begins; the first 
is right-handed, and the second, left. The

IMPORTANT DECISIONS were 
reached by the C.S.I. at their recent 
Monte Carlo gathering; these are, of 
course, still subject to ratification by the 
F.I.A. Appendix J] Touring Cars are to 
be classified into four groups, instead of 
the present six. These are: Group 1, 
Normal series Touring; Group 2, Im- 
proved Touring; Group 3, Grand Touring; 
Group 4, Sports cars. In Group 1 the 
permitted modifications remain the same 
as those laid down in the International 
Sporting Code for the present Group 1- 
plus specialized rally equipment, such as 
2 screen washer, thermometers, rev- 
counter, average speed indicator, and 
suchlike (equipment, in fact, which does 
not enhance the car’s performance 
merely that of its crew 

As things stand at the moment, Groups 
2 and 3 of Category 1 (modified and 
special Touring) have given rise to a lot 
of trouble; many people argue that 
Group 2 should be dropped, and Tour 
ing cars divided into two groups—Stan- 
dard and Special—wherein the one is 
entirely standard, as sold in the show- 
room, and the other can be modified as 
much as you jolly well like. The argu 
ment is that degrees of modification are 
difficult to define—ard harder still to 
detect, making scrutineering unnecessarily 
difficult 

The new classification does little to sort 
out this problem—for, though Touring 
ars are now divided officially into two 
groups, instead of three, there is still a 
provision for Special Touring; this is 
now combined with Group 3 Grand 
Touring cars, as you will see when you 
read or The three groups still exist, in 
effect, therefore, and the difficulties in- 
olved in sorting out Modified and Special

Touring 
Group 2 allows complete freedom so 
ir as suspension, valve, and clutch 
springs are concerned: you may finish 
existing series-production parts by polish 
raping, or lightening, but you may 
not add any material to them; you may 
strengthen the braking system, but you 
may not alter the dimensions of the drums 
or discs as fitted by the manufacturer; 
you may fit an anti-roll bar; and, finally, 
you may rebore up to a maximum of 
‘Imm 2” over the original bore. The 
figure is in inverted commas because 
that is how the C.S.I. communique gives 
it; presumably this means 1.2mm, which 
is nothing like the “manufacturers” 
maximum rebore tolerance previously 
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permitted. There is no mention, incident- 
ally, of what happens if this puts the car 
into a higher capacity class. 

Group 3 includes Grand Touring cars, 
to which all the modifications included 
under Groups 1 and 2 may be carried 
out; it also includes Special Touring cars 
as defined under the existing Article 264 
of Appendix J, as well as normal and 
modified Touring cars with special body- 
work. Group 4 includes Appendix C 
sports cars, as well as all the Touring or 
Grand Touring cars that can’t be classi- 
fied under one of the preceding groups. 


IN ADDITION TO their pronounce- 
ments about Appendix J, the C.S.I. have 
adopted, pretty well to the letter, the pro- 
posals for Appendix C (sports cars) put up 
at the Geneva meeting, and published in 
this column in the issue of 10 April. 
Briefly recapping, the main points were 
as follows; minimum total width for cars 
up to 1,000 c.c. is to be 100cm—and, for 
cars over 1,000 c.c., 110cm. Minimum 
height for all classes is 25cm. There 
must be a minimum of two seats of equal 
dimensions, placed on either side of the 
longitudinal axis of the car, at the same 
level, and adjustable to suit drivers of 
differing proportions. 

In the case of open cars the distance 
between the top edge of the windscreen 
and the lowest part of the seat cushion 
must not be less than 80cm, measured in 
a vertical plane parallel with the longitu- 
dinal axis of the car and passing through 
the axis of the steering wheel. The lug- 
gage compartment must be completely in- 
dependent of the space occupied by _" 
driver, passenger, and spare wheel( s); 
must form an integral part of the Savy 
work, and must include a volume of at 
least 65 by 40 by 20cm. The scale of 
maximum tank capacities is pretty well 
the same as that agreed upon at Geneva, 
but with two amendments which bring it 
in line with the new set of capacity classes. 
It now reads thus: 

Up to 1,000 c.c., 60 litres (13'4 gallons) 

1,000 to 1,600 c.c., 80 litres (17°, gallons) 

1,606 to 2,000 c.c., 100 litres (22'. gallons) 


2'000 to 3,000 c.c.. 120 litres (26!. gallons) 
Over 3,000 c.c.. 140 litres (31 gallons) 


Minimum ground clearance is now set 
at 12cm, instead of 13 (as suggested at 
Geneva); every part of the underside, 
therefore, must be at least 12cm above the 
ground, and it must be possible to pass 
between the wheels of the car a gauge 80- 
cm wide and 12cm high—from one end 
of the car to the other. There is nothing 
in the rules to say whether this applies to 
the laden or unladen condition—so that 
anyone whose car is getting near the bone 
could presumably take it to the scrutineers 
completely dry of fuel, oil, and water. 

The turning-circle maximum figure— 
which, together with a ground clearance 
minimum, the Le Mans organizers tried, 
and failed, to impose last year—has now 
been officially adopted; but instead of the 
figure of 6.50 metres suggested at Geneva, 
6.75 metres has been decided upon. The 
car must be able, therefore, to turn, with- 
out reversing, between two parallel lines 
set 13.5 metres apart. 

All these requirements must be incor- 
porated in G.T. cars after 1 January, 
1960. They must also be applied, from 
the same date, to sports cars which, in the 
opinion of the C.S.I., amount to series- 
production G.T. cars. Finally the twin 


braking system (two master cylinders 
operated by the same pedal) suggested at 
Geneva, must be -incorporated in all 
Appendix C sports cars as from 1 January, 
1960; it must also be incorporated in all 
G.T. cars homologated efter this date. 


SEVERAL PEOPLE have telephoned 
about bookings to Rheims (incidentally, 
to the query “Is that the sports depart- 
ment?” it is a frightful temptation to 
reply “Yes; cricket bats, underwater 
swimming gear, boxing gloves”); here are 
details of the B.A.R.C flight, arranged 
with Britavia by John Webb and Alan 
Foster. Departure is scheduled for 12 
noon from Gatwick Airport on Thursday, 
2 July (assuming there is no practice on 
that day), and the aircraft will arrive at 
Rheims 95 minutes later. The return trip 
will be to the same schedule leaving on 
Monday, 6 July. A champagne and 
chicken lunch will be served in each direc- 
tion. Return fare will be £14 15s, plus 
the normal government airport taxes 
(7s 6d at Gatwick; 500 francs at Rheims), 
and hotel accommodation has been re- 
served at Epernay. 

A trip has been organized for the Ger- 
man G.P. at Avus, leaving 30 July and 
returning on the night of the race, 2 
August. Return fare for this will be 
£29 10s, and full details of these and other 
flights can be obtained from Mrs. Norma 
Gould, Britavia Limited, Silver City 
House, 62 Brompton Road, London, 
S.W.3. (KENsington 4567.)

IN THIS WEEK’S instalment of Les 
Leston’s weekly programme Grand Prix

ONCE AGAIN, the R.S.A.C.’s Scottish 
Rally was a gentle, innocuous tour of the 
Highlands of Scotland, which extended 
neither the competing cars nor their 
crews. It is a characteristic of the event 
that it should be this way; but it is a 
little difficult to see exactly what purpose 
it serves as a Rally—and a rally with an 
International permit, at that. Without 
doubt, it is a thoroughly enjoyable event 
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—not, by any stretch of the imagination 
from a rallying point of view, but as a 
succession of one-day runs into the 
country, with a few added complications 
to keep up one’s interest. The trouble 
is that the rally boys, who like something 
to get their teeth into, are not interested; 
and those who are afraid of damaging 
their cars by entering them for com- 
petitions are not really aware of the 
“touring assembly” nature of the event 
That this is so is surely demonstrated by 
the steady drop in entries, from 143 in 
1953 to 82 this time. 

The country in which it is held is all 
that a rally organizer could wish for. 
There are Alpine climbs and descents, 
narrow unmade roads, and plenty of 
ready-made “tight sections”; above all 
at this time of year, there is very little 
traffic. To cater for all parties there 
seems to be a strong case for the Tulip 
Rally arrangement which includes the 
Competition Class—which, in effect, 
the Tulip Rally proper—and the Rally 
Class, which is for the more gentle ones 
and is far less strenuous. By including 
both types of event, the Scottish could be 
made to appeal to a far wider field. 

Then, there is the finish. . . . I sup- 
pose that, after a pleasant week of tour- 
ing, One doesn’t expect brass bands, flags, 
and crowds of people to welcome one 
home; but a back-street garage, in the 
suburbs of Glasgow, without flags, 
crowds, or even a “Finish” banner, is 
carrying things a little too far the other 
way—and it all tends to add to com- 
petitors’ impressions that they haven't 
actually competed in anything. 


TOMORROW’S INDIANAPOLIS 500- 
mile race will mark the first occasion on 
which two-way radio has been used to 
control the start of this event. In an 
effort to avoid a ragged start—of the sort 
that occurred last year and resulted in a 
multiple accident on the first lap—presi- 
dent Tony Hulman has had two-way 
radio equipment installed in the Buick 
pace car. This will be in touch with a 
control station on the starting line— 
which, in turn, will be linked to observers 
all round the course by a closed-circuit 
telephone system. This will keep Hul- 
man posted as to the position of every 
car on the track while they are on the 
critical 100 m.p.h. pace lap. 

Duane Carter, incidentally, who retired 
from the sport two years ago to take over 
the job of competition director of the U.S 
Auto Club, has made a come-back, quali- 
fying the Yunich-Glover-Lathrop car at 
142.795 m.p.h. on 17 May. 


THE S.C.C.A.’S Céntest Board has issued 
a warning against what it calls cases of 
“unnecessary metal-to-metal contact.” 
No fewer than 48 such “comings- 
together” were counted by _ course 
marshals during the last national cham- 
pionship meeting at Marlborough, Mary- 
land, in April. One particular competi- 
tor, a fierce, but by no means unscru- 
pulous, driver, has had his competition 
licence suspended for 90 days for being 
an habitual offender. The S.C.C.A. has 
also banned the use of a Le Mans-type 
start in club events, on the grounds that 
the risk is too great; also, marshals found 
it impossible to enforce the rule that seat 
belts (compulsory) will be buckled while 
the cars are on the starting grid. 


UNLESS A NEW CIRCUIT can be 
found, it looks as though there will be no 
Melbourne Grand Prix this year; the 
application to use the Albert Park circuit 
has been turned down following an attack 
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on the use of the circuit by a leading 
newspaper, and the subsequent statement 
by the Victorian State Government that 
no further racing would take place in the 


Albert Park while they were still in 
power. 
The race, however, may still be held: 


it 1s understood that the organizers have 
been offered a number of alternatives, and 
that the Minister of Lands regards motor 
racing in a favourable light
